Becaufe they chiefly affect 5 
they are primary, they teftifie of other Qualities, 
and are their internuncio’s. © So that.they are firft 
in knowledg, the laft in ‘action; for ’tis from colour,

V. Firft Qualities are not to be confidered abfirae 
etively, As if by an inverted order we fhould fa-

Quality ; but in the concrete and collectively with 
Others, as the mixt Body is thus or thus difpofed : 
For examples fake, acrimony, oylinefs and_ falt- 
nefs do fignifie Heat; and earthynefs, watrynefs 
and acidity do fignifie Cold , and fo either atte- 
huating, inciding, “aftringent, or fome thing elfe - 
according to the feveral fignifications. 

VI. Qualities are therefore to be looked upon wher, 
and ‘bow they refpect one another, and one baa out 
of other, and either eftablifh or take away each other, 
with a primary Refpett had to our Bodies.

Hence it comes-to pafs, that when you cannot 
equally and alike refer all Effects to Qualities that 
are manifelt, as for example fake, when the force 
or vertue of Purging, of giving a Vomit, of in- 
ereafing Milk, of refifting Poyfons in thofe Me- 
dicaments that are endowed with thofe Powers is 
not plain; befide the manifeft Qualities they have 
added occult ones fome call fourth or fifth Qua- 
lities. Therefore a Queftion doth arife, What 
Occult Qualities are? and, Whether there be any 
fuch Qualities ? Occult Qualities are thofe which 
are not fo obvious, or readily difcovered, neither 
from actual or potential Heat, nor from denfity 
or rarity; nor from colour, taft, ec. but very 
remotely, and that not by the Caufe, but by the 


Effects ; and fo not a Priori, as we ufe to fay; and 


their Effects, Vertue or Force is to be deduced from 
b 4 the

the mode or kind of the fubftance, and not only 
‘from thefe or the other Qualities ;- yet not without 
refpect had unto them: wherefore they depend 
either upon the crafis, mixture or proportion of 
firft and fecond Qualities, .or ofthe whole, hence 
they are called Specificks, acting (as elmont vaf- 
firms ).by an endgwed power. .Yea-fome praceed 
fo far as to fay, that Opium caufes fleep, Jalap. pur- 
ges, Gc. becaufe God would have it fo, and fo by 
avoiding eccult Qualities run from the frying-pan 
into the fire; and by endeavouring to thruft them 
out.of. doors, they aflert nothing at all... : 
. But thereis no matter for the Notion, if we 4- 
gree concerning the thing it felf, let it. fuffice that 
an occult Quality is not taken here.in'a grofs man- 
ner, asa thing you -cannot at-all give any: caufe 
for, and fo indeed “tis:truly the fanctuary of igno- 
yance ; but only.in refpect. of former Caufes, for 
examples fake, when I perceive that Opium burns 
my Mouth, excites..Itchings,. and.is.inflammible, I 
infer it to.be- hot.; folmay infer it to be empla- 
ftick, and emollient by its gumminefs, and to have 
an inciding or cutting quality. by.its bitternefs ; 
but I cannot tell that it has a. narcotick Faculty, 
but by its effect ; which notwithftanding, I. can- 
not refer to Heat, Cold or Glutinofity,.cc. but 
only to the crafis, difpofition and. mixture of the 
whole; not but,.that. by Chymiftry,. there may be 
a poflibility. of afigning a certain Caufe to all.ocs 
CuloOnalippese 0. ni ait ee ee :

Of the Principles of knowing the Faculties of 


- Medicaments, 


HE Principles of knowing the Faculties of 
fimple Medicaments, in refpect off the mixt 

Body, the temperament, @c. are 1. univer- 

jal, and: thofe either’ a Priorias they are to be 
found out,-and this is reafow: or a Pofferiori as they. 
are found, and the effect known already, and this 
is experience. ‘But concérning thefe you are to 
note, 1. That Reafon doth not always go before 
Experience, but moft commonly follows it. For 
in all Phyfick as much as Experience. has fet forth, 
fo much, Reafon has eftablifhed concerning the 
certitude thereof, and its way of operation. 
2. That-if. the Experience be certainly known, 
the Reafon may be eafily found out; but ’tis not 
fo. when Redfon’ judgeth things profitable, for 
they often fail to anfwer it by Experience ; Expe- 
rience is either certain, already found to be con 
ftant, undoubted and throughly proved, as for éx- 
ample, that’ Jalap purges: or ascertain, doubtful, 


_ and at beft, but barely. probable ; as for example, 


fome other vertue of Jalap which is as yet to be 
vig | found 
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found out; and “tis. this experience, or rather ex- 
periment that Hippocrates. calls: difficult. and: peri- 
lous 5; notwithftanding one Experience doth more © 
than a hundred Reafons can do to the contrary ; 
therefore Reafon and Experience are to be regula-. 
ted one by the other. 3. All things are not to be 
denyed to which Experience hath given credit , 
or that are written concerning Medicaments; nor 
all things to be affirmed, but you muft inftitute a 
good choice. 

Il. Particular Principles are either extrinfecal or 
intrinfecal, and both of them either near or re- 
mote. 

The extrinfick, which fuggeft the know- 
ledg of the Faculties of Medicaments are Colour, 
Signature, Smell and the mode or texture of the Sub- 
Stance, which is to be confidered together with all 
the reft. 

The Colour gives us but a very weak and infirm 
knowledg of the Temper and Vertues of things, 
and that only particular and probable, not uni- 
verfal. For however Colour may be rightly de- 
duced from Sulphur-explicated from Salt and Mer- 
cury ; notwithftanding all high coloured things are 
not hot; becaufe there is one colour that is only 
Superficial and vanifhing, as in Violet-Flowers, a- 
nether immerfed in watry Particles, which if they 
predominate do afford another temperament to the 
mixt Body. 

Colours as fuchy efpecially if they be confidered 
joyntly with the Mode or Texture of the Subftance, 
do in part fignifie the Pemperament ;but feeing *tis 
with other things that they do fignifie any thing 
to purpofe (¢ altho the fenfe is affected with them 
firlt, ) yet they come fhort of the nature of Prin- 
ciples, and do only remotely and faintly ey 

pen thls 
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this knowledg. Thus a yellow colour chiefly fig- 
‘nifies Heat, as for example, in Saffron, Turmerick, 


Gambogia, Rhubarb, Celendine the greater, and 
many other things, but in other things it dothnor 
hold , as red Sanders, Rofes , Violets, Winter- 
Cherries; Ce. are not fo hot. 

As to Sigvatures there occurrs a Queftion, Whe- 
ther they teftifie any thing concerning the Ver- 
tues of Simples? fome minch admiring them, 


and others loathing the very Notion of Signa- 


tures. 
Rolfincius fays that the great Parent of Nature 
has ftamped Signatures upon things, that they may 


“be Tokens and evident Signs of the hidden and 


occult Vertues. And ‘tis very notabke what Pole- 
mon {ays upon this Point, Nature givesa filent 
anfwer of each Particular , while it {peaks with 
Signs whereby it manifefts the vertue of every 
thing. 

aves thefe accounts Crodius writ a Book of Sig- 
yatures annexed to his Bafilica Chymica, and {o 
has Solenander writ of thefe things, and Clandius 
Deodatus Panthei hygiaft. ]. 1. c.11. doth well 
deferve to be read upon the fame account. 

Thofe things are faid to act from their Signa- 
tures which have fome Analogy, either with fome 
Member, that is affetted by reafon of Figure, as the 
Pyany head before the Flowers difplay themfelves, 
a Nutmeg, @c. have the figure of a Man’s head - 
Afarabacca of the Kidneys, ee of the 
Heart, Horfe-tongue, or Uvufaria of the Uvula ; 


Whitlow-grafs of the Nails, the ftone Aetires of 


the Child in the: Womb : in humid Parts,the Blood- 
Stone, the Jafper and Cornelian-Stone do repre- 
fent the colour of the Blood ; and are therefore 
commended in fluxes of Blood.

pierced her Eye. So Dogs when their ftomachs 
are offended eat Couch-Grafs - fo the ufe.of Cty- 
{ters was learnt from the bird Jbis; but he that 
has a mind to fee more of this kind may. confult 
Salomon Albertus, orat.de re herbaria; fo then we 
fee-that Beafts’ are fometimes Mens Tutors, as 
donbtlefs Cats gave the occafion of. finding’ out 
the Ophthalmick Vertue of Catmint , and’. Vale- 
rian roots, m which Cats do very much’ de- 
light. es } me 

Smells do privatively fignifie nothing certainly, 
fecing’ they may ‘lye, hid as in Antimony and Sul- 
phur, which- have no fimell; ‘but the Bodies of 
them being opened by Salts,or put on fire, they 
fend out a moft grievous fcent. But politively 
much of the nature of Simples may be known by 
their Smells, which we thal! deduce by Ax- a 
ioms. ! hi 

1. What things foever are odoriferous are bot as 
fuch. For however it came ‘to pafs that Sealiger 
denyed it in writing againft Cardanus, yet ’tis cer- 
tain that Smells proceed froma Sulphureous and 
hot Exhalation ; tho the other parts of the Sim- 
ples may predominate, as in Violets, which are 
cold; yet their Scent is from a perfect, fine and 
hot Sulphur; notwithftanding it doth not follow, 
as we faid before, that we fhonld conclude thofé 
which have no fmell to be cold.

‘more, fome moiften more, &c. hence it will be 
eafily granted; that there muft be fome degrees 
or fome differences, terms or proportions of Act-

- Geometrical. So that there are two moft undonb- 


ted Axioms. 1. That mixt.things alter the Body. 
2. That they. alter the Body more or lefs; either 
evidently, weakly or moft manifeftly ; therefore 
four degrees have been conftituted , feft there 
thould be a progrefs in iafinitum ; for no fuch thing 


can be admitted in this cafe. Befides the firft, fe-

“And they are to be called hot’ tn the first 
Degree in’ which the aforefaid Salt, Sulphur and 
Mercury, do but lightly and fparingly exceed, or 
if theyiare in the Mixt only fuperficially, not inti- 
mately and throughly difperfed init 5 or that they 
are not in.their own power, but are: ‘ obtunded by 
earthly andwatery Parts. For the active Principles, 
Salt, Sulphur and Mercury. beftow this Temper

If things are hot in the firft degree moft of then 
are accounted of as temperate, as Herbs , Roots, 
Flowers, Woods, and other mixt Bodies that have 
little fmell or taft, whether they. be emollients, ag 
having moderate moifture, as Mucilaginous things, 
&c. Or digeftives, as the reft are. 

They have their ufe in many Diftempers, they 
gently open, they fttengthen, difenf$, mollifie and 
Moderate or temper the Body. 

As to taft, infipid grofs things are hot in the firlt 
_ degree, but they muft be fach, as have light tou- 

ches of Volatility, among which fome number Mer- 
curial Plants, Porcelane, Mercury, Pellitory of the 
Wall. Sweet things, as Liquorice, Gc. rerreous, 
pr earthy things, which have a volatility in recefs, 
or inan implicite manner ; as Fumitory, and the 
noble Liverwort: Odoriferous which have not 
Taft anfwerable to their Smell; as Lime-Tree 
Flowers, Primerofe, Ke. 

Thofe are hot in the fecond De eree a priori, ot 
from their mixture or compofition, which have 
Sulphur and Salt, volatile, or fixed in fomewhat a 
more eminent Degree than the former, hence the

1. Bitter things, as Wormwood, Aloes, Birthworth, 
Carduns benedictus, eo.

Let us ftop a little in this place, and inquire 
what ufe this Doétrine is of, ( feeing the bare 
names of Simples,: which are hot, which are 
cold, ¢c. are: mentioned: for this may feem fu- 
perfluous, and a torment to Mens wit ) but it is 
of excellent ufe. Seeing all alterative Medicines

Stones,as the Hyacynth,Cryftal,Sapphire, Emerald, 
and thofé that are ofan alcaline nature. Or, they 
conftipare and bind, as §. the Auftere, the Styptick, 
and the crabbed, which are examples of the third 
degree, as Tormentil, Snake-weed, Pomegranate 
rinds, Acacia, Hypocyttis. Or they evidently de- 
firoy, as, 6, the poyfoxous which have much excre- 
mentitious, aqueous and terreous Parts, and an 
impure fetid Sulphur; therefore they induce a 
contrary Difpofition and Syftafis to the Blood, as 
‘Hemlock, Henbane, Thorn-Apple ; and thus they 
pecome poy fonous.

degree deftroy by erofion, fo cold things in the 
dame degree by fuffocating and  coagula- 
ting. | | 
They are equivocally and energetically cold 
which caufe a aiflation and exhalation of the fuligi- 
nous fulphureous Parts, as having in them a very 
volatile Sulphur, and {@hot in themfelves, as Spi- 
rit of Wine, Camphire, @c. or take away the 
Caufe, as well fermentation and ebullition, as ob- 
ftructions, asopening things do. 

Hence it plainly appears , that.it is. not only 
cold things, which obviate the Symptomes , but 
alfo thofe things that refpect the Caufe, and take 
away the Tumult, are convenient in hot Di- 
feafes. * aie 

Thofe that are fulphureoys do’ al! heat, unlefs 
they ferve for difflation’ or ‘exhalation, in which 
refpect they by accident refrigerate ; lixivial f- 
line things rarifie the Blood, and {9 heat it: but 
Acids do concentrate and cool; things of a middle 
nature, as Tartar vitriolated, have their effect of 
a middle kind, but they rather heat, cut Phlegm, 
&c. efpecially common Salt; fo that all cold 
things may be refer'd, asit were to. three general 
heads, that they confift of watery, earthy and fa- 
line Parts, not lixivial. . 

Here may be determined the Queftion, Whether 
Acids be cold or hot’? fome fay they are hot becaufe 
of their Acrimony, biting quality, erofion and 
corrofien: on the other fide fome affirm them to 
be cold, becaufe they quench Thirft, cool the Bo- 
ay, and obtund Choller, : 

@out here you muft note a diftinction. 1. Between 
the fulphureous hot things, and the falinethot things. 
2, Between the internal and external ufe ; or the ap- 
plication of them to Solid Parts,or to. the humid and 
-Epiricuous. ise: . All 
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All fulphureous hot things that have the Sul- 
“phur with volatile Salt predominant in them, do in-- 
creafe our heat ; biit thofe that want Sulphur and 
have the Salt altered into a fluor, as Acids, 
have indeed piercing acrimonious Particles rigid 
and biting, yet it were abfurd for any to ufe them 
to reftore or enliven the natural Heat, or the Sul- 
phur, or volatile Salt of the Blood. Therefore tho 
by the external ufe it doth corrode the folid. Parts 
and caufe pain by its Acrimony, and produce red- 
nefs in them,..which alfo may be obferved in a 
tendér Stomach, by the uie of an extraordinary 
Dofe-of Spirit of Vitriol; for there will. be: per- 
ceived a heat and burning-- yet relation had tothe 
Blood, and to our natural Heat, Acids are deferved- 
ly accounted cold, and are truly fuch. 

Some fay that Acids do cool by accident, as be- 
ing, joyned with cooling Vehicles they help them 
to penerate farther, and: fo to cool. the more ; 
fome think. otherwile, that it happens, by the per- 
fpiration of the igneous Calidity, @e. The Chy- 
mifts fay that it is becaufe they precipitate, and 
they rightly aflert in ny Opinion, 

The réafon why wtrous things do cool, is much 
the fame ;. they caufe. a manifeft coolnefs upon the 
Tongue, becaufe of their quadrangular or fexan- 
gular Figure.. Therefore 16 is better to call them 
cold in effeét, but ’twere belt. of all to know their 
natures rightly. 

Cold things 12 the firfe degree, are thofe which do 
diter and cool us,but not fo. manifeftly and evident. 
ly, but have as it were fome need of a proof. or 
demonftration. that they do cool us. Jn the fe- 
cond degree, which do coolevidently and manifeft- 
ly. dn therhird degree, which cool vehemently not 
without fome hurt.

Notwithftanding the ‘cold Medicaments aré more 
unvoerfal and tommon, but the hot ones‘more Spe- 
cifick, Fora hot Diftempér doth * more prefup- 
pofe the'difaffection or diftutbance of thé whole, 
as it is known from hence, that a Feayer. is an 
univerfal Difeafe ; but a cold Diftemper doth 
moft appertain to this of the other Part, and 
that by fome particular Fault; fo that the 
hot Medicaments do more refpect the innate 
Heat of every Patt. So Citrons, the four Cordi- 
al Flowers, Lettuce,~Water-Lilly, Coral, Perl, 
Earths, Whey , Nitrous and Acid’ things are 
reckoned among the cold Ceplialicks, Hepaticks, 
Cordials, Stomachicks, @c. which is. not fo wide, 
and general in hot things. 

A doubt -arifes here concerning fome bitter 
things which are reckoned among the cold things, 
as Lettuce, Succory, Endive, Sow-Thiftle , Pop- 
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py, Willow, @&c. which they give for Examples 
that deny Galen’s aflertion, that all bitter things 
are hot; as in particular verrboes, Variola, Gryl- 
lus and jothers do, which are cited in our Opio- 
log. 1.1. S. 1. Cap. 6. pag. 29. but the anfwer is 
the fame, as we gave Before concerning Smells, 
viz, that all bitter things, as fuch, are hot ; but 
are faid to be Cold, partly becaufe the bitternefs 
is but fmall, and immerfed in humid Particles; 
partly becaufe the effect of them is Equivocal ; 
as for examples fake, Succhory is reckoned a- 
mong the cold things that are good for the Li- 
er; yet this it doth more becaufe it opens Ob- 

ructions, and cleanfeth away the Choller, ec.

the whole Body, but that of the Blood, nor radi- 
cal moifture, but the ferum, both furnifhed with 
their Forms and. Qualities: notwithftanding ’tis 
beft to retain the Terms of hot and moift, to 
wit, abftractedly, as I faid before; of which I have 
{fpoken ¢lfewhere more at large.

But they differ in degrees, for as there are va- 
tious indications, fothe things indicated muft be 
various. That we may therefore follow Fernelins 
lib. 6 meth. med. cap. 6. where he elegantly handles 
this bufinefs. Firft we fay, that thofe which have 
Humidity predominant over Heat, do mollifie gent- 
ly, and as it were in the firft degree, and hard 
things from Siccity do indicate them, and fuch are 
the emollient Herbs, Oyl, cc. 

But where the Heat doth moderately exceed the 
Moifture they being hotter, and of more tenuioas 
Parts do mollifie more ftrongly, and as it were in 
the fecond degree, and they alfo rarifie. For 
thefe are like the temperate heat of the Body, and 
thefe are moft properly called _fuppuratives. Galex 
calls them relaxing things which attenuate, relax

ginning of the fecond, as Chamomil, Figs, Pigs 
ereafe, Lillies, &c.

Therefore Aftringents ate good to corro- 
borate all Parts, and in particular the Stomach, 
the Liver, the Spleen, @c. for if it be asked, in 
what confifts the weaknefs of the Stomach, or any 
other Member? (excepting the weaknefs of heat ) 
the Anfwer muft be, that it confifts in tenuity of 
the Subftance ; which Galen calls the imimdderate- 
nefs of the Paflages and Pores, therefore they are 
called Tonick , that ftrengthen the Tone of all 
the Bowels, the Stomach, the Liver, the Brain, &c. 
hence the -wifcere do in a fpecial manner covet 
firengthening end binding things; they are the 
beft corroboratives, that have an agreeablenefs with 
the natural Heat, and bind and confirm the 
Parts. | | 

. Thus Afttingents are convenient to. moderate 
the confiftence of the Blood, and refift Putrefa- 
ction: therefore many Aftringents are Alexiphar- 
mack (for the very eflence of malignant Difea- 
fes, efpecially the Plague, feeéms to confiftin the 
refolution of the Blood, whén its whole Frame 
and Texture is perverted, that it doth not fuffice 
for Vital Actions ; ) fuch are acids, mucilaginous 
precipitatives, and balfomick diaphoreticks. 

. So they have place in the loofenefs of thé Gums, 
or of the Teeth, yea, and in the tooth-ach. For 
"tis the obfervation of Practitioners, that Aftrin-

2. Rarity of the Pages, thus Aftringents aré very 
proper when we {weat too much or fweat Blood, 
Both the induratives and conftipatives, and alfo 
the obftructing things, asthe oyly. So alfoin the 
ranknefs of the Arm-pits and ftench of the Feet, 
when Veins are broken, or any flux of Blood,

s. The confequent eruption of Eumors, Blood and 
ferum. , Hence it is, that they are of ufé in {pit- 
ting of Blood, breaking of a Vein, hemorrhages of 
the Nofe, Wounds, Arteries and all others; they 
reduce jmmoderate fluxes of the Menfes, they 
take away bloody Vomiting, and pifling of blood, 
chiefly they fufpend, incraflate all thin Catarrhs, 
falt and acrimonious Humors that fall inte the 
Breaft, and reduce them to a State very near the 
natural. 

In fome cafes they do both ftop the Flux and 
corroborate the Part, as in Ulcers that run with a 
ferous ichorous Humor, and in the Whites, &c. 

- But efpecially and above all, the divided Unity 
of the Parts doth indicate Aftringents, contained 
ander the ternary of Difeafes dvasoudoy, Sramnd ied, 
and Svasetag.

Thesr ufe, and way of Application. 


This we fhall contain in one: Axiom. 

Order is not to be inverted; that is, you muft not: 
give Incraflatives, where attenuative and cutting 
things are neceflary, efpecially in cafes of the Breatt, 
as namely in Coughs. The way of curing a Cough 
is limited by the quality of the Matter which cau- 
fes it; and ’tis either thin, acrimonious or falt fal- 
ling upon the Lungs, and threatning a Confump- 
tion and fuffocating.Catarrhs- or it is thick, clam- 
my and vifcid. In the firft cafe Incraflatives made 
of Bole-Armenack, lohoch de papav.terra figillata, (pec. 
diatrag. frig. landanim opiatum, &c. are convenient. 
In the other cafe, cutting bechical things ,. as of 
Hyflop, Aron- root, {pec. diaireos, @c..are moft 
ufeful ; but if you invert the Order you may eafily 
chaak ‘your Patient. The reafon is the fame in an 
Afthma, where Incraflatives are feldom convenient, 
but hurtful,but vie things are good.

The external Form. 


Cantharides are applied, either in the form ofan 
Ointment, as for example, with Treacle; but very 
feldom with fat things, for they obtund its attra- 
clive force : or in the form of a Cataplafin (or 
Pultifs ) adding Leaven , and Seeds of Bilhop’s 
weed, which are reputed as the true Correttors of 
Cantharides ; but tis not of fuch effect, that it need 
be always added ; I fhould think it helps the attra- 
clive vertue. | ! 

The applying them in the forms of Pultiffes 
have this Inconvenience, that they muft be always 
new made, nor do they {tick fo well to the Skin,but 
they fometimes fpread beyond their limits, 8c.

The queftionis , Whether Vinegar which ts com- 
monly added, is rightly mingled with them? \t makes 
for the Negative , that Vinegar doth fix acrimo- 
nious volatile Sales, and break their acrimony, as 
we ule Muftard macerated in Vinegar for fauce, 
which would otherwife be intollerable : Onions, 
Garlick, and Horfe-Radifh are made more mild 
by Vinegar. Whence Afarrianus very well concludes 
in the Negative. It may be added that Vinegar 
doth repel, and iscold, which is contrary to the 
indication , efpeciatly where malignity concurs. «~ 
The thing may be ealily decided if we obferve to 
ufe a finall quantity of Vinegar, and the form it is 
ufed in: For thus it (by its fharpnefs. ) increafes 
the force; nor, being difperfed through the whole 
body of ferment or leaven, can it poflibly dull the 
force of the Cantharides, but it may be a correcter 5 
therefore in this form a little Vinegar, tho it doth 
fomewhat allay the force of the Medicament, yett 
doth not hurt; fome choofe Spirit of Wine. 
“s Bat the beft-way to ule Cantharides is in a fim- 
ple Plaifter of Wax, aid. Turpentine without. Vi- 
fegzar ; or with fome other Plaifter, as the green 
defenfive of Wurzine, &c, OF the bliftering Plaster of 
Hor fiius.

as the Powder of Savine , whichis excellent for a 
Fungus ofthe Brain , Warts of the Yard, @c. its 
afhes alfo, and the afhes of Tabaco, which is often 


ufed with fuccefs in Ulcers; from Minerals, as burnt 


Alum, white Vitriol, the Caput mortuum of Vitriol, 
precipitated Mercury, and things prepared out of 


thefe, as the Oyntments called eLeypriacum, fufcum - 
Wrrzit, the green water of Hartman. Among thefe 


the dry-ones confume’ that which is. ‘fuperfiuous, 
and are therefore convenient for Carbuncles; and 
fungous flefh, they take away Protuberancies, they 


cleanfe foft places , and hinder the Generation of - 


extraneous Excrefcencies , they purifie Moiftures,

Note, 1. That drying abjtergent, rerreous and ful- 
phureous things, are beft in cafes of the Nerves 5 as 
in their Punétures, &c. therefore -an excellent 
Powder in this cafe may be made of Birthwort, Eu- 
phorbium, Lapis Calaminaris , and Iris-root, &c.

. fiers improperly fo called, differ from Caufticks 
only in degree, becaufe they do more intimately 
deftroy the natural Heat and Moifture of the 
Part. 

On the contrary Smoorhers, which agree much 
with Emolhients do ftroke up,or make even exalpe- 
rated Pores; fuch are chiefly oyly,temperate, {weet, 
gummy and mucilaginous things; thefe allay Acri- 
mony, both inwardly, and outwardly; and kindly 
lenifie divided Parts.

-Phyficians. advice is asked for extirpating of hairs 


altho the fuccefs is not very conftant. In this cafe 
the common thing ufed is, that which is made of 
quick-Lime and Orpiment, or Mynficht’s Oyntment of 
Quick-lime, which you may fee in his Book. 

The Furks have a thing they call Rujma which 
they ufe in the Baths to unroot their Hair. Al 
tho fome do think it a kind of Mineral. very like 
the Drofs of Irom, or that it is of the nature of 
Vitriol; yet ‘tis. not likely that it differs from the 
knownMedicine above-named. They ufe it to anoint 
their privy Parts: to take. away the-hair ;. and ap- 
ply it juft when they begin to fweat. But the hair 
does grow again, as may be. proved. 

Thefe are alfg Caulticks; but a middle. fort, 
which 
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which eat round the Pores, aud render the vifcid 
Nutriment of the Hair fluid and thin, and then 
tis drained out. Some talk there is of an Experi- 
ment of Dr. Fadfus, that a Part being anointed 
with the Gall of an Eel, the growth of Hair will 
be prevented; but tho the Hair be tnrooted, ‘tis 
a hard matter to have this bufinefs fucceed always, 
or to have fuch.a thing:as Helmont boafts of, that 
is, A certain Liquor, that if a Man’s hand were 
a little wetted with it, and afterward dryed, yet 
if he touch another. Man’s Beard with it, all the 
Hair of his Beard would foon fall off ; and not on- 
ly fo, but of all his Eye-Brows and Head; _thefe 
things appertain to Cofimeticks.

@ are ftrong Dryers, confifting of fixed Saline, and

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or indeed tis the work of Nature, which is only 
helped by thefe external things, that it may fucceed 
the better, Impediments being removed. 

Flence you may note 4 Priori, 1. That fome 
Wounds, and Ulcersare more eafily confolidated, 
fome with moredifficulty. 2. Thatfome Cicatri- 
fations are trufty , conftant , and perfect; fome 
treacherous, palliative , momentaneous , and im- 
perfect. And this happens either by the fault of 
the whole, asa Plethory, or Cacochymy (or ill ha- 
bit), therefore to promote a Sear in this cafe you 
mult have refpect tothewhole, {fo Purgers, fome-~ 
times Blood-letting, and other Univerfals, conduce 
to the Cure of Wounds and Ulcers; hence we fee 
that Cicatrization is very difficult, in the Scorbu- 
tical, Cachectical , Hydropical , in Fiftula’s, in 
Ulcers ; where the Véins are full of grofs, and me- 
lancholy Blood, in Cancrous Ulcers, @¢. for when 
Ulcers are fed from other Parts, they find the Phy- 
fician work enough todo, efpecially if he doth not 
drain the Fountain by Univerfals ; and thefe Ulcers 
are Often as it were Iilues. 

Or by the fault of the Part ; either becaufe ’tis 
hollow, and not replete, or becdufe of calloufnefs, 
qr defect of the Flefh in growing, or that the Flehh 
is luxuriant, which is to be taken off ; or where 
the Wound, or Ulcer is ill-natured, or malignant; 
the afflux, and diftemperature is to be taken off , 
and if there be any acrimony, "tis to be mitigated ; 
or if the Bone be faulty , or carious (that is, pe- 
rifhed) or there is fomething feparated ; as long 
as thefe things. lye in the way youl have either 
no Gure at all, or only a treacherous palliative 
Cure which will not laft long ; no perfect Cure is 
to be expected till the Bone that is in fault, be 
taken away, altho it were the leaft as may be, or if 
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mid the. place be not made abfolutely clean, before it 
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is healed. up, for the vitious Matter left within 
wiil caufea new Work; And they are very hardly 
cured, where the fides cannot well be brought to- 
gether, as in round Wounds, &c. 

~ Note, that you muft often ufe delays in this 
cafe, until Nature in good time works out the lit- 
tle Bone, &c. 

 Thefe Impediments being ( tho with trouble ) 
taken away, you may proceed to Epuloticks, which 
finith the Cure; nor is there any need, that we 


| . fhould delay by recounting thefe things. 


But you muft note that the drynefs of your E- 
puloticks is to be moderated, as the Part you 
deal with requires, as it is more lax, moift and foft, 
or dry, and of little Flefh. Thus have I often in 
little Ulcers of one of the outer Coats of the Eye, 
which ‘is called ( Tusica cornea ) ufed very fine 
Powder of Pearls, with great fuccefs 5 and Canary 
Sugar blown into it: ufing alfo the fat of Vipers 
which is moft approved of. So in Ulcers of the 
Lips, a light application of Spirit of Salt gives 
{peedy relief. 

‘You are to notea further diftinction from the 

effect, that fome Scars are fair, others deformed. 
That we may avoid deformity, and make the Scar 
little and neat, we muft make the Flefh equal to | 
the Skin, or at leaft leave it to exceed, but very 
little ; but here /oothers are proper, which cor- 
re€t the hardnefs, if too much; and fometimes 
mend the Matter after the Scar is made. So thofe 
things,that fmooth or levigate,as Oy] of the Whites 
of Eggs, &c. and thofe, that abound in volatile or 
nitrous Salt, and thofe that do as it were rub it up 
again, and give ita newface, as Pimpernel, Chick~ 
weed, Niter, Muftard, Gc. are convenient.

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The Indicant 


Is Ambuftion, or burning of the Parts; and ’tis 
various. 1. In refpect of the Matter, as when "tis 
done with hot Water , Gun-Powder, Oyl, Lead, 
or other firy things. 2. In refpect of Degrees, as 
the firft, which is only Heat or an Inflammation ; 
the fecond, when the burning is with Bladders and 
Puftles ; the third, either, when the Skin it felf falls 
off, as by moift hot things, or is corrugated, and 
erows black,as{by hot things that are not moift: the 
fourth ( which is incurable ) when the Part it felf 
is fo offended, that it muft be taken off. Accord- 
ingly the Cure muft vary, and choice is to be 
made of Medicaments. So more mild ones belong 
tothe firft degree, where only the Inflammation is 
to be taken away, and the Puftules hindered ; in 
the fecond and third degree the Parts are to be 
more carefully treated, as you may fee more largely 
in Practical Authors. 

In general the Medicaments againit Burnings are 
of two kinds; for they are either applyed ro rake 
away the Empyrexm( or fire as we call it ) as thofe 
things which are of thin Parts, and hot themfelves, 
which at leaft, in the beginning, or firft degree of 
burnings do take place, fuch are Garlick, Onions, 
and their Juice, Salt, Camphire, Quick-lime,Myrrh, 
Oyl of Wax, &c. This a Woman in Pareus I, to. 
p. 244. perfwaded,’that in the firft place a raw 
Onion, with a little Salt beaten with it fhould be 
put to Parts burned with Oyl, fo that next morn- 
ing there was no Wheal or Puftule, but upon the 
whole Part which was not touched by the Oyl. 

Or ta mitigate and affwage the Heat and Burning, 
and confequently to heal the exulcerated Parts ; 


d 
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and they are either aqueous, ag the Water of all 
Flowers, of Rofes, of Frogs-fpawn, the Phlegm of 
Vitriol, Allom, Ink, which in like manner are to 
be ufed (at leaft ) in the firft degree; or mucila- 
ginous, as Whites of Eggs, a Pultifs of {weet Ap- 
ples roafted, and f{queefed through a ftrainer, the 
middle Bark ef Elder, and of the Lime-tree, Cream, 
the mucilage of Fleawort-feed, and of Quince Ker- 
nels. So alfo Fern root, the Lees of Ale and Beer, 
the fat of a Pig dropped, and proje(ted upon Bay- 
Jeaves, which cures (as ‘tis faid ) like any, En- 
chantment,or Lard dropped the fame way upon Ice, 
which is alfo good in Chilblains and Chaps of the 
Skin. To this place. appertains the excellent Oynt- 
ment againit all Burnings done by any matter, de 
{cribed by Dorcreilius difpenf. pe 105. 

Or Oyly things, efpecially the. more temperate, 
that have no Acrimony in them ; as Linefeed Oy, 
the Oyl of Nuts, of Eggs. &c. ( fee Borellus 1. 50.

WE have elfewhere difcufled the Queftion, 


Whether there were any fpecifick, Alteratives ? 

Cepha- 
licks and particular Alteratives take their name 
from the Parts they are appropriated to, tho they 
do good to others; but they conduce more to 
fome Parts than others; fo that Hippocrates 1. de 
arte, fays that the way of all Difeafes is the fame, 
but their place makes a difference: nor doth it 
make any thing to the contrary, that all Parts are 
nourifhed by the Blood, for all Parts do not re- 
ceive it alike ; fo that they are Cephalicks, as fome 
_would have it, that draw the force of the Medica- 
ment to the Head, but rather thofe that refpect the 
Head, and ftrengthen its natural Heat. 
Whence note, 1. That Alteratives and Confor-

phur, do cafily moleft the Spirits and fhut the

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Pores, yet they are warily to be ufed 5 fo that O- 
pilates appertain to thefe, which being unwarily 
given do often, efpecially in Children, weaken the 
Head, and make it muddy, and to thefe belong the 
fhaddow of the Walnut-tree, the Yew-tree, and the 
an, Cre: : 

So things too cold are to be acoided , as frontal Re- 
pellents and Lotions, which the Brain indeed bears 
very well, but you muft take care, that you do not 
fpoilthe Tone of it, feeing all cold things are ene- 
‘mies to the Nerves. 

So to beat or dry toe much is never -fafe, for 
thus the Spirits are made furious, the Pores dilated, 
which they muf{t obferve moft of all, that labour to 
gain a Memory by the ufe of the Anacardine Con- 
fection, and other hot things, as Hefman reports 
fome to have ‘run mad by this means; for in excels 
that Verfe of Horace is very true.

But comparatively you can err. lefs in Heaters 
than Coolers. : 

Thus Heurnius cautions, that we fhould {paring- 
ly ufe manifeft, Aftringents, ( efpecially in Topicks) 
but fome warm things mutt be added, that others 
may penetrate the better. | 

You muft therefore alter, but with Mediocrity, 
andthe temper of the Brain is to be preferved, as 
will more fully appear from what follows. 

2. Where the Brain is full of moifture, neither Moift- 
ners, nor Melters, nor tkofe that:are hot things are to 


be ufed iv Catarrhs, ence Lotions of the Head, - 


and Baths are to be fhunned ; for fome have loft 
their fmelling by thofe means. So thofe, that in-

3. Salt things whether alcaline, nitrous or atic 
not-convement tn Catarrhs, for they make the Serum 
more fluid, fo that it: may affect the noble hos 
which is true alfo of other Parts. 

4. The Topicks, that are for ‘the Nerves, are to be 
applyed to the Back-bones : for the Nerves ‘take their 
original from the Marrow of the Back-bone, which 
chiefly holds true in Palfies, Epilepfies, @e. there- 
fore many do so that apply them to the Part af- 
fected, when they belong properly to the Nerves, 
of which Galex doth fomewhere give an elegant ex- _ 
ample. 

5. Acids are convenient where the Pores are 00 
much filled, or the Spirits and Humors be furious 4 Ain 
ont of order, as in fleepy Diftempers, in Madnefs, © 
but are not “fo where the Nerves and Me bale % Aare 
amifs, as in the Palfie; and fo in great Watchings 
they are pe be avoided. 

6. Thefe ( as all other Specificks ) are more con- 
venient, and spall: proper, when the Head is of ’

1. In all fymptomes of the. hearing ( efpecially 
tinckling and hardnefs of hearing ) the Head is to 
be ftrengthened ; for the Ears are emunctories by 
which Nature empties its dregs, tho fometimes to 
its inconvenience. : 

2. You muff not rafhly give Sternutatories, efpectal- 
ly the ftronger fort, for the gentle do move, not 
thruft forcibly; the ftrong do manifeftly hurt the 
Eyes, and after fneefing we may obferve a fad fen- 
fation in the Ears, and fo they hinder the force of 
Oticks. | 

3. All Topicks are to be put in Iuke-warm, for both 
the very hot, and the very cold are hurtful to this 
tender and bare unflefhy Part. 

4. Before you ufe any Topicks cleanfe the Ear very 
well from its filth, that they may pafs freely, and 
that their vertue may not be obtunded by that vif- 
cous filth. 

5. Three or four drops of Liquids are enough for 
an external Dofe, for ’tis not convenient to over- 
whelm this narrow gate or paflage, nor are aque- 
ous things fo convenient 5 but are more advifedly 
applyed in Fomentations mediately, and Oyls, and 
Spirituous things immediately, and Balfamicks both 
ways, as Musk, @e. which are good alfo in fu- 
migations. 


6. Aftér 
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6. After Externals are applyed, let the Patient lye 
on the oppofite fide, that they may penetrate the bet~ 
ter; and the Medicaments fall lower. 

9. Very unttuous and vifcid things are net rafhly to 
be put into the Ears, Therefore rancid Oyls, and 
thick ones are excluded, yea etherous Oyls, Fats, 
Balfoms, Liniments, much more Plaifters are in- 
convenient, becaufe they fhut up the Paflage, and 
hinder the admiflion of the Sound ; fo that Galls 
are better in Effences than Subttance; fo Balfom of 
Peru, Zivet, &ec. are to be omitted. : 

8. Very eager and acrimonious things are never to 
be inftilled into the Ears, for the thin Cuticle is hurt 
by them, whence Pain and Inflammations and many 
‘other Inconveniencies do arife. This holds chiefly 
in deftilled Oyls, of which obferve the difference, 
1. Some may be putin in few Drops, if e{pecially the 
force be weakened, as carminative Oyls with Oyl 
of bitter Almonds.. .2. Some taken into Cotton may 
be put in, as Oyl of Anifeed, @c. 3. Some are al- 
together to be {hun'd, orto be mingled very {paringly 
with other things, as Oyl of Amber, Jumper, and o- 
ther very hot Oyls. We have known violent Pains 
to have followed both thofe Oyls. 

9. Mafticarories in' the nfe of Oticks are not to be 
‘negletted ; fo the Auditory Pallage which runs from 
the Ear to the Mouth {hall be more opened, fo that 
we bid them at the fame time ‘mafticate Maftick, 
or Cubebs, which of themfelves alfo open the Pores 
of the Head and Brain.

2. Volatiles, as wel antifcorbuticks, as others, dg 
often burt the [plenetick, yea and the fcorbutick too 4 It 
appears from what has been faid before, for if the 
hypochondriacal Perfon has his Blood full of lixi- 
vial aad alkaline Particles, if his Serum be finx- 
ile and volatile, they are not convenient ; hence 
the promifcuous ufe of antifcorbuticks Is an er- 
ror. We have feen from Spirit of Scurvy-grafs, 
which was ufed for the extraction of other aperi- 
tives, as of Steel, ec. fad Effects and Commoti- 
ons hardly to be allayed; as preternatural Heat, 
Watchings, &c. 

But Acids are often convenient, fo that it cannot 
be abfolutely faid, that one is hypcchondriacal, 
therefore Acids are. to be avoided. . Hitherto ap- 
pertains Lipfivs’'s commendation of Spirit of Vie 
triol, for he, when becaufe of his fedentary life, 
he had contracted a great flimynefs of the Blood, 
infomuch that he threw up vitreous. Phlegm, ufed 
the Vinegar of Vitriol with good fuecefs.

and dilusents are commodionfly given to'them; Ser- 
vius fays, that he often did more effectually 
apply himfelf to the hypochondriacal with ceo]:

ral Waters, c. becaufe they temper the Heat 
of the Liver and hypochondria. So that thefe are 
not to be ufed without active things, nor thofe 
without temperate things. You muft fee, that 
the Serum is neither deficient nor abounding with 
falt Particles. 

‘§. The Spleen requires stronger Aperitives, than 
the Liver, "tis Galen’s aflertion, which although 
eMercatus oppoles it, and grants it true only 
of the external ufe; yet ‘tis trne as to the 
third and firft Clafs, where the Blood or Spi- 
rits are fixed, or where flimynefs doth predominate; 
hence Spirit of falt Armoniack is very good for 
the hypochondriacal. 

6. Sweet things hurt the Spleen, the moft anci- 
ent Pythagoras is author of it, which Heurmius 
borrows from him, for when one told Pythagoras. 
that he mocked him too much, Pychagoras anfwe- 
ved, That biting and litter things were ood for the 
fplenetick, and fireet things hurt thems {fo Ofavi- 
us EHoratianus lays, that {plenetical People had beta 
ter abitain from {weet things, becaufe they increafe 
the flimynefs of the Blood, and are near acidity. 
But they may be given fparingly, as the Vehicles of 
other things. 

7- Order Motion after fteel Medicaments , and 
have regard to the Ordure, that the flugeifh Hu- 
“mors may be ftirred and actuated , that they 
may defcend the better; this is to be obferved 
taore efpecially as to dry, and folid forms, for 
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“ONthey work very little without motion. As to

It holds alfo externally, for if the Bladder be 
onftracted, or there be an Ifchury, emollient and 
refolvent bags of Chervil, Pellitory, Linefeed, not 
omitting deftilled Oyls which penetrate, and above 
others Garlick and Onions, which mightily com- 
fort the fluggifhnefs of a cold Bladder ; fo the fim- 
ple Oyl of Scorpions, and that of Matthiolus are 
much efteem:d. 

Hence Oyntments, Pultifles Clyfters, emollient 
Baths do much good to the nephritical. There- 
fore we prefcribe them in the very fits, and emol- 
lient nephritick Baths, to fic in, and the Stone has 
ften come out while they were inthe Baths. 


-. The Way of Applying them 


Is very muchto be obferved, which we fhall fhow 


in the following rules. 
1. The Office of the Kidneys and Bladder are mu- 


tual: for they are fellow caufes, and therefore itand 
forone. As therefore the inteftinal Medicaments 


are the fame with the ftomachical, fo tis with the 
Bladder and Kidneys, therefore they trifle, that 
handle their Medicaments afunder, for the caufe 


in both isthe fame, and therefore the Remedies | 


muft be fo: note therefore, that when we would al- 
ter the Kidneys, we muft always have regard to 
the Bladder; and fo on the contrary , 
not hurt one, while we cure the other, which is 
chiefly to be obferved im attive alteratives.

2. Nephriticks are not to be confounded, you mult 
not drive out, when you are to refoive or MUU 
gate; nor are you to mitigate, when you are to 
diffolve. Empiricks do err very often in this cafe, 
when without any other regard, they prepofteroul- 
ly and violently endeavour to drive out, 4s with 
Balfam of Sulphur, Oyl of Turpentine, Oy! of Ju- 
niper, and fach like ; and fo caule bloody pifling, 
ifchuries, Gc. efpecially drivers out have no place, 
when the Stone or Matter fticks in fuch a place, 


hence it cannot be thruit out without harm, 


as if it be ftuck in the Ureters ; where you had 
better ule refolvents together with mitigatives, fo 
that Nature being comforted will more ftrongly 
attempt the expulfion. 

3. Refolvents are vain, when a faline acrimony of= 
fends, then avoid all Acids, and acrimonious things 
and Wineit felf. So diureticks are not convent- 
ent inthe Stone of the Kidneys, in Ulcers of the 
Kidneys, in pifling of blood, anda Diabetes. For 
then mitigatives, aflwagers, and ftrengtheners are 
beft; yet ufe in Ulcers, gentle abfterlives, and 
temperate Turpentine Medicaments, as thele, that 
are boyled to adrynefs, yea 3 

. The Kidneys delight in moifture, but not excef- 
fve. Hence all hot things, which by drying may 
confume the Serum, and {fo leave the Matter incraf- 
fated, are to be avoided, for fo a Stone may be 
produced. So they are not to be drowned with 
too much drink and moifture, for by failing to do 
their bufinefs a Dropfic may fallow.

which both break the clamminefs of the Humors,

and open,’ and follicite Nature to an excretion. 


Where note by the by, whatfoever promote the Men- 
fes, do haffen the-birth, as Savin, Borax and 
their, preparations, which alfo expel the Mole, 
when you are certain of its being ; notwithftand- 


ing ftimulatives alone do not perform the bufinefs, 


but alfo balfamick Comforters, as Oyl of Amber, 
Cinnabarines, Cinnamon, Malaga Wine, @c. To 
this place appertain various preparations made up 
of the aformentioned things, as infufions, decotti- 
ons, mixtures, elixirs, ec. Baowbts 


~ Yea Purgers belong to, this place, which often= 


times bring down the ‘Menfes ‘the very day that 
they are taken ; they ftimulate, drive out, and give 
a new fermentation to the Blood; and ajaphore-

ticks; efpecially the volatile, So that we have of- 
ten feen the bezoardick tincture of Ach. to have 
moved the Menfes at unufyal times; efpecially in 
ficculent Women. 

Or by abforbing and devouring acid, auftere and 
ftyptick Humors, which too much fix the Blood ; 
as the fixed, but notall alike, for Crabs- eyes, Chalk, 
Shel!s,Corals are not accounted Emmenagogues (or 
movers of thé Menfes, ) but thofe thar fmeeten inti- 
mately, and faturate thofe Humors ; fuch above all 
dre the {teel Mecicaments, by which thofe Obftru- 
dlions are beft cured, as by crocus martis aperitivus, 


vitriolatus, faccharinus, the cachectical Powder of 


Quercetan, or his ftomach Powder mixed with fteel 
Medicaments, adding fome Oyl of Cinnamon, 
which ‘certainly ferves very properly in this 
cafe. 

Thefe therefore are proper in Obftructions of 
the Menfes, and a thoufand fymptomes, that fol- 
low them. . In all which you mult have the prin- 
cipal regard to the Menfes, if you would proceed 
fuccefsfully. 

2. Retarders and checking things, as when the 
Blood istoo watery, acrimonious, bilious, fo that 
the Mouth of the Veflels are opened or corroded; 
or if the Blood doth burft. out becaufe of Rup- 
tures, or fome other hurt received. The exce/five 
fermentation is allayed by cooling aqueous things, 
which qualifie the fulphureous, faline, volatile Parts, 
and dilute thems; by terreous and fryprick, things, 
which precipitate and disjoyn them, retard them, 
and bind them, as Plantain, Shepherds-purfe, Co- 
rals, the Blood-ftone, and other Aftringents to be 
refer’d to this place; by acids and auftere things 
which fix and tame them, as Spirit of Vitriol, 
Tincture of Vitriol, Tingture of Violets, ne 
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(170) 
of Rofes, the ftyptick Tintture, and the antiph- 
thifical Tinéture of Gramannus, which help the 
immoderate fluxes of the Ménfes, and opsares them- 
felves. 

And thefe are convenient in immoderate ftux- 
es of the Menfes, child-bed Purgations , and

But above all others Cinnabarines, 
as ‘tis certain by experience, that Hungarian na- 
tutal Cinnabar doth moft good to hyfterical Peo- 
ple and epileptical ; fo the After-birth prepared, 
and Ivory, and Harts-horn prepared without fire, 
and other things; from which it appears, rhat al 
cephalicks are uterines, or that, all cephalick Herbs 
are uterines and fo on the contrary, becaufe ofthe 
analogy, likenefs, and agreeablenefs of the fub- 
ftance of both Subjeéts. 

And efpecially comfortable aromaticks are uté- 
rine, and are fpecifick in hyfterical fuffocations, 


and their feveral degrees, and confequently in

Bread is ufed ; yet where the Bloods to be bridled, 
as in immoderate fluxes of the Menfes, and fuch 
like, they rather do harm; fo fweet, fugared and 
honyed things offend the hyfterical, raife Tumults, 
recal Simptomes, and exafperate ; hence appears 
the true manner of ufing {weet things. 3 

2. Acids therefore and [weet things are not always 
to be avoided, nor to be promifcuonfly ufed ; this holds 
chiefly of Vinegar, for it has leaft of Sulphur in it 
hae Thofe 
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Thofe Acids which are alfo fulphureous, as the Spi- 
tits of Salt, Niter, or the Cephalick, Spirit of Vi- 
triol are more friendly to the Womb ; therefore 
the Byzontine Syrup, fimple Oxymel, and that of 
Squills and other Acids hurt the Womb; but 
thofe fulphureous Acids may, where need requires, 
be moderately ufed; it is apparent from diet it 
felf, for when a Woman, that has her monthly 
courfes eats fharp Sawces, or other acids, the flux 
ftops. For they are hurtful by curbing the turgen- 
cy of the Blood, and as they are enemies to the 
nervous fubftance of the Womb. 

3. Beware of volatile impellents in teeming Wo- 
men. Vherefore if a dubious cafe doth arife, we 
{carce proceed any further than ftcel Medicaments, 
which alfo ftrengthen, for it often happens, that 
we do not know, tho tke Courfes be flopped, whe- 
ther the Woman be with Child or no; otherwife 
qualifiers and aftringents are good, as to the Vel- 
fels of the Womb, and fpirituous things, as to the 
vital ftrength of the Child. 

4. Where you muft open, you muft not only ufe ftrong 
drivers ont, but alfo moiftners, and where you bind, 
ufe alfa dryers. So that the Phyficians who in a defect 
of the Menfes ufe only oyly volatiles, as Oyl of 
Juniper, Spirit of falc Armoniack, Oyl of Savin, 
Borax, @c. do miftake. Hence it is, that Har- 
lots where there is no difpofition to abortion ufe 
Savin, and fuch things to no effect. Therefore 
you muft regard the Serum alfo,which is as well re- 
quired to a turgency, as Blood it felf ; hence it 
is, that we always do more with moiltners, as 
tartarifed Tingture of Steel, tinctura Martis po- 
mata, infufions, decoctions and other moift Ute- 
rines, than with other things. 

5. You muft not bind in thofe, that ave not with

Child, without revulfion, and evacuation, nor in teeme 
ing Women without tegard had, to the Child. For if 
any have an immoderare. flux of the Menfes, (which 
often happens from Obftructions of the. Veflels, and 
defirves to be fpoken of by. it felf) Aftringents 
do better after blood-k tring. If one with Child has 
her monthly Fluxcs, you muft always regard the 
weaknefs of the Child. 

6. In giving affringents almays regard the tone of the 
Womb, both as to, the Blood and laxity of the Fi- 
bers. Thus in the Whites common Aftringents do 
not fo much profit, as when mixed with aroma- 
ticks road pt Rolematy, Wall-gilly-flower, Ivory, 
Caftor, the Magiftéry of Crabs-eyes with Oyl of 
Anifefeed, Amber, &c. ( which Jalt is very good ) 
for otherwife things do not fucceed fo well. 

7. Urerine Clyfiers and Injections do excellently wafh 
off and cleanfe; but are nor convenient for Virgins and 
teeming Women ; {o alfo Peflaries and other Topicks, 
of which we fhall {peak more in their place.

Seize more or lefs doth not vary a {pecies, Jexi- 
’ tives and purgers may be handled under the 
fame Clafs. They are called lenitives from their 


gentle, fmooth and eafie operation, they are pro-_ 


perly fuch which are flow, and do but open the 
Body to take away the Excrements; hence they 
are alfo called ftercoraries, for they do not fo much 
carry away vitious Humors, as the Ordure alone. 
They are alfo called bexedjéts, hence we have pi-~ 
lule benedictz, electuarium benedictum laxativum, 
and others, they have got this name, becaufe they 


are friendly, yea partly alimentary ; fo that they © 


leave no hurt behind them, but are altogether in- 
nocent. Asto . 


Their 
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Their Way of Working, 


Ic doth not differ from purgers, ( of which by . 
and by ) for lenitives do irritate, as well of them- 
felves, as by accident. Thofe do it by accident, 
which diflolve or hinder the confiftence of the Ex- 
crements, and make them fluxile, fo that they ea- 
fily pafs off. Such are, @ 

1. Watry, moift things, fo that much drink doth 
loofen the Body; therefore we advife coftive Peo- 
ple to drink plentifuily, otherwife all irritatives 


 arein vain- fo Whey of Goats milk befides,its ni- 


trouinefs conduces to loofen the Body by its ligui- 
dity. 

2. Mucilaginous, pulpy things, moiftners in ef- 
fect, as Raifins and Currance both ftoned, ( for 
all thofe ftones do bind ) we prefcribe the dome- 
ftick ufe of thefe in ftubborn coftivenefs with 
good eifect , {weet Peares and Apples boiled, Ya- 
marinds, Manna, Figs, Mallows, which have their 
name from mollifying, Marfh-mallows, @c. tho 
thefe are more ufed now-a-days in Clyfters, than 
by the Mouth. 

Note that lenitives are of two kinds, either ta- 
ken by the Mouth, or Clyfters; but the end of both 
is to foften the Ordure, and fit it for coming forth. 

3. Fat things, by making the Guts greafie and {lip- 
pery, and hindering the hardnefs of the Excrements 
and taking it away, when it happens. So Butter 
( efpecially before dinner ) is alenitive; Oyl of 
weet Almonds, and Linfeed-oyl are fuch alfo; not 
mentioning, that thefe fats have ftimulating faline - 
Parts: thus Oyl of Olives in warm Beer is good in 
the Colick, that is joyned with a drynefs and hard- 
nefs of Ordure. , 


4: Saline 
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4. Saline things, which cut.vifcofity and grofs- 
nefs, as well the 4axivals.and alkalines, as Salt of 
Tartar, the Tincture of Tartar, which Hartman 
commends in coftivenefs and flownefs of motion, 
as to ftool; fo that they arealfo ufed in Clyfters : 
as shofe that havea light acidity, as crude Tar- 
tar, the Cream and Cryftals of the fame which loo- 
fen and cleanfe very well. 
as common Salt, and particularly the mirrous things, 
as crude Niter, Niter antimoniated, arcanum du- 
plicatum, which often loofen the Belly, as we have 
obferved. Hitherto appertain witrous Plants, which 
befides their watry moiftning Quality , have alfo 
a ftimulating abfterfive nature, as the herb Mercu- 
ry, Beets, Cabbage, Blites, and Sugar it felf, and 
the Grounds mixed with Liquors, as new drink, 
or muddy new Wine, @c. which ftir the Humors. 

They do this per fe ( or of themfelves ) which 
follicite Nature, tho mildly, as fome of the falines I 
mentioned do, but they efpecially are fuch, as have 
a falino-fulphureous Acrimony ; as not only Aloes, 
but all other purgers in a fmall Dofe are lenitives. 


Andthefe are convenient. 1. Jz every Difeafe, if 


you are upon the fafety of them, and have indicati- 
ons. “Lis needlefs to give them in all Difeafes, or 
firft of all before other things, but they. may be gi- 
ven in all, for'tis good to have the Body open inall. 
2. They may be given with Meat, as the alimentary, 
and thofe which have little or no Power to difturb 
the Stomach and the Humors, but-are benign and 
bilfamick, of which we have f{poken before. 3 
3. Thefe alfo help purgers, as Prunes, Raifins boi- 
led, with other thiags, and fometimes lubricatives 
are before all-ethers, as Walaus notes. 
They empty the firft ways, and carry out the 
Ordure; notwithitanding, 4. Hamors in the firft 
See : e. 
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ways do not indicate lensives only, but their reftag- 


‘nation and fulnefs do indicate the ftronger Pur- 


gers. 
5. Sometimes emolhients and lubricatives are more 


convenient , fometimes detergents and ftimulating 
things ; thofe when the Stomach is. ftrong, and the 
inteftines dry , thefe when the {pur of Nature is 
dulled, and the expulfion fails, you muft not over- 
come the Stomach with the firft kind, for its Tone 
is eafily hurt 5 and you muft not ufe it to the laft, 
it muft not be abufed by either. 

* Lenitives are moft proper for the weak, and 
may be fubftituted for purgers, as in teeming and 
breeding Women in Fevers, yea and the hpochon- 
driacal themfelves, in bed-rid People, in Old Peo- 
ple, Infants and Children.

fF" His is a large field we enter upon, to dif-

tives, and of various other things, that be- 

long to them - but that we may make an intimate 

fearch into thefe fecrets of Nature , we will fhow

fanctuary of Ignorance, for the Humors are not of

Nor if we, fhould grant them to be like, will that 
be.fufficient to produce fuch effects, as they do 
when they thruft out the Humor$;and that fome- 
times with great force. 

2. Not by fermenting, fo that we may afcribe all

to this alone, and that by this means purging is 
performed; for many things may concur to the 
fame effect, tho we do not deny, but fermentation 
may have its effect; but it remains a doubt, how 
fuch an excretion is made, as is done by Pur- 
gers. e 

3. Not by a contrariety and venenofity;, fo that Na- 


‘ture oppofes it felfto them, and puts the Humors 


to oppofe them, firft the bad, then the good, and 
at laft the Blood it felf. -« But thefe things will not 
go down with any Menof fenfe; therefore we 
will pafs them by. 

4. Not by fimilitude of fubftance by reafon of fome 
Spirits, which are inftrumeuts of the Attion, which 
proceed from the fpecifick form of the Medicament, 
which pafs from it as foon as it is actuated by 
the Heat of the Body, which eartianus ftated, 
who has elegantly fpoken of thefe things. Wedo 
not deny the refolution of purging Medicaments, 
that they explicate their vertue, and effluviums 
from faline and fulphureous Principles ; but thefe 
conceptions are too wide, and touch not the Point,

That therefore, thefe obftacles being removed, 
it may be manifeft in what their force and efficacy 
conlift; all feem to agree, that purgers act by irri- 
tating and ftimulating ; but authors do not fo well 
agree, whether shat irritation be to be afcribed te 
Nature it felf, which perceives the ftimulation of 
the purgers, or that the Humors being agitated 
by the Medicament do affect an out-let; and irritate 
Nature to expel them, and how ?

We have yet fomewhat to fay of the elective 
Powder of Purgers, and how a diftinction may be 
made between Cholagogues, Phlegmagogues, Me- 
lanagogues and Hydragogues, for *tis neceflary in 
Practice to make a choice, as well as to Humors to 
be evacuated by them, as the marser of them it felf. 

As to the firft, you may perceive fome diffe-

“by the ufe‘of them the Inteftines are fcoured by 
their weight, and the Mineral diflolved in them, 
chiefly faline, and fometime Sulphur detained a- 
mong the faline Particles, as ‘tis well known that 
Sulphur does. willingly lurk in falines. 

Fhus artificial mineral Waters, (asthe fulphara- 


red Clyffus of Antimony ) purge as the natural da, | 


and are diuretick,, as. they are; that Clyflus given 
in drink to one in a Fever we obferved it to keep 
the. Body-loofe, and be.ng thus largely. given 
doth no harm;, yeal have obferved it to purge ma- 
nifeftly, when given by it felf. | 

To thefe appertain moft witrous things. Thus 
from. Niter aztimoniated the fame. thing happens. 
So we have obferved fick People to be purged by 
the arcanum duplicatum Of wLynficht, as if they had 
taken a Purge; this happens becaufe of the faline 
deterfion and ffimulation. 

We have feen-the fame effect from zatural Cin- 
nabar, which as it fometimes caufes a falivation 
for fome days, which we have noted,. fo it alfo pur- 
ges fometimes. I gave it once toan old Woman. 
to 9f5 to cure her of dulnefs of hearing, which it 
did effeftually by purging her, as if fhe had taken 
a Purge ; for this has a mercurial fulphureous Salr,, 
which (that we may mot {peak any more ) is ap~ 
parent, for beimg powdered and wafhed with Wa- 
ter, ic will not alter, or corrupt the Water, thoit 
fhould ftand in it feveral Months.

But they confound the thing , the chymical Prin-

already. 


Purgings happen by accident very often after 
vefolvents. So from our abforbing Powder fome- 
times Vomits happen with a prefent relief; thus 
have we feen from the plemritick Powder a purulent 
loofenefs; we obferved the fame alfo in Bruifes, 
and after great falls by the ufe of refolvents. For 
the -Archeus being aflifted by the Medicament, doth 


often turn the grievance of the morbifick Matter 
to a good effect, and witha kind of ftrength throws 


out what is hurtful, fhowing thereby, that it actu- 
ates the Medicaments, and turns them to its own 
ufe, making them rather conformable to its own 
imention, than that of-the Phyficians.

It is never ufual to give thefe in fubftance, be- 
caufe of their violence, which caufe Men to vomit 
to death ; and tho Rolfincius, Wilks, and others have 
fuch forms, yet ’tis wifer letting them alone, nor 
doth the witriolated Glafs of Antimony deferve any 
better, tho often wafhed with Spirit of Vitriol and 
dryed again. 

They are corrected, and made more wild, 

1. By infufion, as in Water, Acids or Wine, 
which is the beft, for Water doth take out the ver- 
tue, but very weakly. 

Hence it is, that we have aqua benediita Rulan- 
di, of which we have many defcriptions; fome 
will have it made of the Crocus, and others of the 
Glafs. But the-beft is, that of the Author in his 5 
Century, obf. 95. for he takes Crocus metallorum 
from the bignefs of a Lentil to that of a Peafe, 
and infufes or macerates it fora Night, in Water, 
Wine, Beer, or other Liquor proper for the Di- 
ftemper, and in cafe of neceflity boils it. The Dofe 
is from 3{S. to 5ij. 

But you are to note.. ( 1.) That.the Crocas 
metallorum ( which is alfo to be underftood of all 
antimonial Vomitories, for the Glafs may be fo u-

leterial Medicaments ; yet they are tfed now pro- 
mifcuoufly. They are {pecioufly called Bezoardicks 
from the Bezoar ftone, infomtch, that Medica 
ments, that have-not the ftone in them are fo cal- 
Jed, becaufe of the vertde that they poffefs ; they 
are alfo called antidotes, altho this word belongs 
more to fome fpecial Alexipharmacks.

Of fpectal Antidotes. 


Py“Here are few fpecial Poifons with us, they are 

* either the bitings of venemous Bealts, as of a 
Spider, Viper, mad Dog, &c. or by error or trea- 
chery drank, or taken down at the Mouth, either 
out of vegetables or minerals. 

In general obferve, that when the {pecial Poi- 
fon is not know, you muft make ufe of the general 
Antidotes ; but if it be known, you muff befides 
univerfals and ftrengtheners of the Heart, and the 
natural Heat, ufe appropriated Specificks. . 

You are alfo to note, that there are many lies 
fpoken of Poifons, and Antidotes prefcribed which 
were never feen, heard of, or prefcribed, or ufed 
before. 

Now there is a Queftion, Whether every venemous 
Animal doth not carry bis Antidote, and its fieh heat 
sts biting ? V hold it not to be true in the general, 


_ for tho the fat of Vipers, as we know by experi- 


ence, doth mitigate the bitten place ; and fo will 
| | Prete Oyl 
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Oyl of Scorpions their biting, yet this is not to 
be extended to all, for tho ’tis true, that nothing 
profits, but may hurt, yet ’tis not fo, that nothing 
hurts, but what alfo benefits. Therefore as to the 
Powder of Vipers and Serpents, we firft fay, that 
the bitings of Serpents are not fo very hurtful, and 
{carce venemous. For a Serpent is a dull Animal, 
and if any one will venture, he may handle them, 
touch them, and kill them, without receiving any 
hurt, and their teeth are very {mall: But the Vi- 
per {preads its Poifon more fuddenly, its teeth 
are hooked, which is not-found in Serpents, there- 
fore they hurt the Membranes, and either with 
their cholerick Spittle, or acrimonious valatile Salt 
raife a preternatural fermentation. 

Farther, that the flefh of Vipers and Serpents 
expel their Poifon, is not univerfaJly to be truited 
to, either for cure or prefervation; ‘tis better with 
diaphoreticks and alexiterials to hinder a putrefy- 
ing Ferment and Afflux of Humors , leaft hecaufe 
of the caultick volatile Salt communicated with 
the Member and the Blood; the Part may be mer- 
tified and convulfive Motions arife. 

Nor is the folemn fuppofition of the vulgar lefs 
falfe, who fay, that. if you take the Powder of a 
Serpent or Viper, you fafely by the alone benefit 
of that Antidote, handle Serpents without recel- 
ving any harm: and fome have fadly fuffered by 
the experiment. But of this viperine Powder 
Zrwelffer, Claf. 14. append. which you may-look to 
at large, where he enquires of the fpecial Confti- 
tution or Idiofyncrafie of fome People, and of the 
boldnefs and cunning of fome others, in handling 
the venemous Creatures. All harm is not taken a- 
way by thefe means, nor are they indeed altogs- 
ther vain, tho of little effect ; and’ you muit pre- 
ee | vent 
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““if§ vent the corruptive Ferment , more then regard 
‘8 the Wound, which neverthelefs 1s not to be negle- 
“ubl éted ; we have known illuftrious Perfons much ha-_ 
“Nill zarded by trufting to” a viperine Powder, and in 
ij great danger till they ufed Bezoardicks; you may 
“88 fee an example in Grulingius Cent. 1. obf. I. 


Therefore I with that vain Opinion may ceafe, 
and thofe, that take Vipers are wifer than Phyfi- 
cians, whom they deceive with falfe itories, for 
they fecure themfelves more by prudence than An- 
tidotes ; venemous Beafts are more venemous in 
Spain, Italy, France, &c. than with us. a 
| “As to-vegetable Poifons, Afonks-hood or Wolfs- 
| bane have the wholfome Helmer flower for an An- 
i tidote ; Hemlock, and Henbane, which hurt by their 
} mucilaginoufnels, and immature fetid Sulphur, 
are corrected with Vinegar; and thefe are fome of 
the chief Poifons among vegetables. 

Note, that Vinegar doth correct moft venemous 


vegetables, as Afonks- hood, deadly Night-(hade,(which 
befides other Symptomes hinders iwallowing, ) 
Heliebore, &c. a fore fign, that they hurt by a vo- 
Jatile Salt, and an undigefted immature Sulphur 
entangled with much mucilage, fo that being com- 
municated with the Blood, or being yet in the Sto- 
mach they obftruét the Pores of the Nerves,and vel- 
licate them, deftroy the Crafis or Texture of the 
Blood, and fo kill. 

But chiefly fublimated Mercury and Arfenick, and 
other minerals that are kin to them, as Cobal- 
tam, &c. belong to this place. Thefe all act by a 
corrofive Quality, fo that treacle, which is dedica- 
ted to the bitings of Animals, and invented to 
that purpofe, will {carce do any great matters of 
it felf againft thefe Poifons. But they are as Anti- 
dotes which are obrunding, affmaging and far things, 


as 
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as Butter, Oyl of Almonds, .¢c. thofe who by fub-. 
limated Mercury, and Orpiment try Treacle, Jine 
themfelves with much Butter : or precipitatives of 
mountain Cryftal, and the like, which may do fome 
good in flight cafes, for they are vain, if great De- 
es of the Poifons be taken, and no vomiting paf- 


fed before; nor is it eafie here to find a proporti- 


on between the agent and patient; nor can Nature 
fo well. actuate the Antidote, when the Stomach is 
{poiled, and a fatal efchar or mortification induced. 
Saturnine things taken, as Bullets, or the like, 
tnrn into a kind of Sugar, and by degrees are cor- 
roded, we have an example of this in the German 
Ephemeris, Anno III. | : 
You may read of other Antidotes in Authors 
which have writ of Poifons, which indeed have all 
written Out of one another, and fometime propofe 
‘Poifons unknown and unufual; nor do they always 
mention contrary Remedies, but oppofe the occult 
Poifon with uncertain Remedies.

Or by inciding and dividing the Serum, that iss 
coagulating, and by this alfo promoting the fermenta~ 
tion. Acids do chiefly perform this, and alkalines 
alfo, after their manner; thus Vizegar, as well as 
other Acids are added to fudorificks, ’tis no flight 
obfervation, that fulphurecus Medicaments work 
more readily by the addition of Acids, and do more 
procure Sweat, than when alone: let the fimple 
mixture be an example ; for neither the Treacle- 
Water of it felf, nor the Spirit of Tartar do fo 
readily caufe Sweat, as when joyned with Spirit 
of Vitriol, which doth wonderfully help their acti- 


-_vity; fo the bezoardick Tinctures without Spirit of 


Salt, or fome other Acid are not fo apt to caufe 
Sweat. 

For the Blood being coagulated, grows more 
grofs, vifcid, thick and glutinous;-but Acids hin- 
der this in taming the Sulphur, and hindering as 
much as lies in them, its rarefaction and promote 
a fecretion of the ferous Humor, and by that means 
make it more capable to evaporate. 

Therefore thefe, and diaphoreticks of the firft Cla/s 
are convenient in many Fevers both continued, and 
intermitting according as they are indicated, but 
efpecially in the Pox, Scurvy, Elephantiafie, and 
fuch like, where the more glutinous Blood does 
caufe the greateft Symptoms and heavinefs, and 
pain of the Limbs. Thofe of this-Clafs do mott- 
ly take away the grumoufnefs of the Blood, fo that 
the fimple mixture is not to be defpifed in palpita- 
tions of the Heart,in the Itch and many other Cafes.

Sweat, or good tranfpiration, than itrongly te 
force Sweats; “tis better follow or lead Nature, 
than drive it, and what Sweat doth not perform, 
may be done by gentle breathings, ‘be 

7. They are not convenient when the Serum is defi- 

jent, nor yet, when it exceeds, for they exhaufé thé 
eficient Serum, and are dulled and drowned in 
1e exceflive+ hence in Mad-men and cholerick

V 7Hen we confider, that all Wind proceeds 
from a weak Heat, a watery or acid Hu- 
mor, cold andjvifcid or Phlegm raifed into Vapours: 
and if we do well confider the Nature of ca-mina- 
tives we may find out their Way of Acting. 

They are called carminatives which difcuis Wind, 
they are not much different from diaphoreticks, in 
that they difcuf$ and refolve; {0 that many dia- 
phoreticks are catminatives, as the Carline thiltle, 
Zedoary, Antimonium diaphoreticum, @c. being, 
by this more excellent in that they refolve, and by 
Sweat or tran{piration difpel. | * 
And they are either balitnons rarefiers , whiclt 
by their fubtile attenuating and volatile Faculty do 
warm and correct Phiegm both infipid and acid; 
but chiefly the laft. Such are efpeciaily ojly vola- 
tiles, or that have 4 balfamick Sulphur, that is fiib- 
tile joined with volatile Salt, which reftore de- 
cay’d Heat, by their penetrating halituous virtue,

thick Vapors, as the four carminative Seeds, all a- 
r maticks, e{pecially Zedoary‘and Galingal roots, 
a id their deftilled Oyls, as oleum carminatiuum Myn- 
ficbt? or volatile Acids, as Spirit of Salt, fweet 
Spirit of Salt, which we have obferved to take a- 
way Colicks ( according to Crodims his prefcrip- 
‘ tion ) like any charm.

joyned with them, and {oa burning of the Bowels; 
as in the hypochondriacal; fuch are rerreous pre- 
cipitants and diaphoreticks, as chiefly Antimonium 
diaphoreticum , Shell prepared, Crabs-eyes, ec. 
and more efpecially falime, nitrous, and alfo alkaline

. You mutft not in all flatulencies ufe the moft tenut-

The Way of Applying them.

they are foon killed, and.fo it doth alfo as the 
great, and very long Worms which are called 
Tente.

Dif 
cutients are better in that cafe, as the Water of 
Quick-lime, which, if any will, hinders all In- 
flammation, Cools and Difcufles. | 

2. Kepellents are not fo convenient in cafes of the 
Breaft, both becaufe of the.nearnefs of the Heart, 
and that they eafily caufe a coagulation and cheefi- 


nes of the Milk, and hinder the Motion of the . 


fluxile Humors, that they cannot return to the Vef- 
fels, be difcufled or flow out: fo that only mild 
ones, and prefently at firfl, or elfe mixed with di- 
geltives are to be applyed. ° 
_ 3+ Repellents of Adilk, are not to be applyed to the 
Back, for fo you only hinder the Influx, and not 
repel what is in the Breafts.. Thus have we expe- 
rinented the Plaifter of Frogs fpawn, with that 
whichis called Album coétum to the Back, and 
Lachylon tothe Breafts with good advice and 
laccefs ; for fo, that. which was to flow was fop- 
ped, and:that which had its place in the Breafts, 
had freedom to flow out, which thing may be imi- 
tated in other cafes.

lifies. Thus Henbane with Milk doth excellently 
take away fcorbutick. pains, of which Drawitius in 
his Tratt of the Scnrvy , hath a neat experiment : 
but all this is by its mollifying, and digelting fa- 
culty; fo the Plaifter of Henbane doth excellently 
aflwage Pain; and not only fo, but as occalion 1s, 
it difcufles and. promotes fuppuration ; the reafon 
is the fame of Hemlock ; fo that fome talk vainly, 
hat-the ufe of the Plaifter of Hemlock ts not good 
for a fcirrhoufnels of the Spleen ; becaufe as they 
fay, it congeals. ic the more.

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Now we fhall digrefs to internals, and premife, 
ig. That anodines and narcoticks differ only in de- 
gree; bur all anod:nes or narccticks aré not hypno- 
sicks, for the binding up of the Senfes, which is 
properly narcofie, (if we {peak of internal Medi- 
caments ) is effected by tying up the animal Spi- 
rits, that they do not flow ; but are cetained by 
the narcotick Vapour,’ as with achain or band; fo 
that internal anodines in a larger Dofe areinarco- 
ticks, and narcoticks in a little Dofe are anodines. 

5. Norwithbanding, there are fome anodines which 
are not fo much narcoricks ; namely thofe, that miti- 
gate the acrimony of Humors, and confequently 
take away Pain 5 and fo-by accident induce fleep, 
but are not foporifcrous by a primary intention; 
as the anodine Sulphurs ( which vulgarly are called 
narcotick ) of Metals and Minerals; as I have 
known eminent examples in natural. Cinnabar, 
which has taken away Pains of the Teeth, Head, 
Nerves and nervous Perts ; fo Cinnabarines are 
good in extream Pains, by taking away the tenfion 
and vellication of membranous Parts, for they de- 
{troy and precipitate fharpnefs, and acrimony, as 
in the Gout, Pleurfie, Stone, c. 1 

That we may better know rhe Way of Aéting of 
foporiferous things in particular, and narcoticks 

‘in general, and chicfly of opiates; their virtue 
coniifts neither in-Salt nor Mercury ; but in Sulphur, 
which is (1) kind ; (2) eafily refoluble, the inflam- 
mability, oylinefs and finell, @c. of Opium, Saf- 
fron, and the like, make it manifeft, and fo doth 
their deftilled Gyls. We fay ’tis kind and gentle, 
that we may removeall that have not fuch Sulphur, 
but an immature, fetid, indigefted fort, not but 
that thefe may caufe flcep even to death. It is o 
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fo refoluble, both in it felf, and in refpect of the 

Body ;in ‘it felf, as it is alfo joyned with volatile 

Salt, as in Opium, Saffron, ce. fo that they are 

{oon diffolved in the Stomach. and exhaled, and ea- 

fily communicated to the Blood ; *tis known, that 

they diflolve in watery Vehicles, as Emulfions, Spi- 

rit of Wine, @c. and there expand their Sulphur, 

and diffolve and confequently gain an activity. So 

that in general, narcoticks and hypnoticks have a: 
Sulphur more or lefs vaporous and refolvable, ei- 

ther mucilaginous, as in Hemlock ; or aqueous, el- 
ther fuperficially fo, or profoundly, as in Lettuce, 
whofe Juice is faid to be fatal, which I will grant 
to be hurtful, tho not deadly ; and it may be per- 
ceived in Night-fhade, Hemlock, Wine, Ale, &e. 
but it is more purer in fome than other, as in 
Wine, Saffron, and Emulfions of the cold feeds, in 
which laft tis moft mixed with moifture: to which 
Order and Clafs all others may be refer’d, which 
trouble the Spirits, caufe drunkennefs by their Va- 
pours, and make Men torpid. 

This Sulphur being refolved in the Body, doth 
difplay it felf in Vapours, which are carried along 
with the ferous Parts to the Brain, whofe Pores 
by this means are kindly and ftrongly obftructed, 
and fo fleep creeps on, not that the Spirits are thus 
deflroyed, poifoned, made worfe, or extinguifhed, 
us my Lord Verulam and Wilks will have it, but 
clouded, that they cannot move fagely and exert 
their Functions.

ufe them in the beginning when all aré as yet 
crude. 

~ 3. Sternutatories excite the Fabuliy, ex seed nd fit 
mulate: therefore they are convenient, when the 
Faculty is torpid, dull and heavy, as in the Apo- 
So they 
inake the Hamors fluxile when they do not pals 
in fufficient quantity, but are fluggifh. So they fti- 
mulate when there is need of it; therefore when 
they do not operate ‘tis a fign, that the Faculty is 
deadned, as I have feen fometimnes ; for Nature 
doth not any more perceive the fpur ; this holds 
goed in purg¢rs alfo, 

4. Sternutatories may excite and drive away the Ee 
pi lep/ie, this fome have found, who, in darknefs of 
the Eyes, and hardnefs. of "Hearing, have ufed 
them, till they induced an Epilepfie, as Schenkicés 
motes ; and they take away the Epileplie, a& they 
lighten the Head, and difcufs what is troublefom. 
Upon this occafion, I will tell you what I have of- 
ten obferved in epileptical People, that fne-zing 
doth fometimes precede,fometimes follow the Pee 
lepfic - in fome they have gone before the Fit f 
tng hours, or a day or two, and often wbien, 
45 tO 20, 30 or 40 times, that they have been for- 
ced to make ufe of warm Water or Milk to mitts 
gate it, the fad Fit fol re afterward ; this hap- 
pens, becaufe of the Acti: mony that is thrown up- 
on the Membranes of ie Brain, which by confent 
moves and frets the Membranes of the Noftrils, 
¥ and 
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and Natures endeavour to fhake-off its grievan- 
ces. Jhe relicks of thé Matter do canfe it in o- 
thers after the Fit, which together with Natures 
endeavour throws out fome part of the peccant 
Matter; whence it appears what great things Na- 
ture fuffers in this Difeafe, and. how provident it 
is. SoaPhyfician. muft endeavour to help. Na- 
ture, vet fo as not todo any harm, for he muft be 
very careful and circu {pect in this matter. 1.He 
muft ufe mild ones, for Nature abhorreth violence, 
yea if it be violently impelled of it felf, that is, 
again{t its will. 
and acceptable, fo corroborate the Head; or Ner- 
vines,as the Powder of the Flowers of Lily.of 


the Vallies, Caftor, Amber, ec. 3. If the fick } 


Perfon abound with Humors, irritatives may do 
harm. 4. If in the Fit the fick Perfon is obfer- 
ved to have a greater lofs of his Functions, than 
he has of convulfive Motion, they may be ufed. 
§- So they may be ufed to excite in the Fit, or 
its declination. Thefe things make Celius Aure- 
lianus fay, that fternutatories are not convenient 
in Epilepfies ; but they are ufeful with fuch cauti- 
ons, as I have laid down. 

§-Prarmicks are not convenient for the Vertigi=- 
nous, The reafon is almott the fame, as it is in 
the Epilepfie, for they trouble the Spirits, and 
irritate, fo that a Vertigo doth often follow reite- 
rated f{neezings ; fothat in an eflential and grievous 
Vertigo, you muft abftain from the ftronger fort 
at leaft, or elfe you muft deal very warily, if you 
ufe them. 

6. If the Parts, that concur to fneezing be amifs, 
or infirm, you muff avoid fternutatories. So that, be- 
fides what we have faid of their troubling the Spi- 
rits in the Epilepfie and Vertigo, they are not con- 
venient 


2. Cephalicks which are pleafant- 
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venient in venereal Pains of the Head, in Fra- 
ures, and disjointings of the Ribs; nay, no-« 

thing is worfe in thefe Cafes than {neezing ; fo in 
Ulcers of the Lungs, fpitting of Blood, @c. yea 
alfo in great hurts of the Belly; as in the Navel- 
burit, ec. for all thofe Parts are fhaken, and fo a 
greater hurt or pain may follow this microcofini- 
cal lightning. 

7. They are to be avoided in great hurts of the 
Eyes: For they are contracted in this act, and the 
glandular Veflels ftimulated to excern; fo that the 
Eye doth fhed Tears : and this delicate part can- 
not bear fuch things in ophthalmies, Wounds and 
Pains. 

8. Prarmicks ftop 4 hiccough, not only becaufe of 
the great confent of the Head with the Brain and 
Lungs ; but alfo becaufe of the difcuffion of the 
Vaporous and flatulent Matter, and a compreflioa, 
and calefaction of the Fibres 3 we have for this, 
befides Hippocrates his teftimony, a neat place in 
Plato in lis fympof. pag. 320. & feg. when other 
Remedies were propofed, as {topping the breath, 
the walhing of the Mouth with cold Water, _Ari- 
frophanes one of the Guefts adds, that the hiccough 
was not {topped until they ufed a fneezing Powder, 
and that it always gave over, as foon as the fheez- 
‘ing began. 

9. Ptarmicks help Women to be delivered. What 
Galen {peaks of ‘Vomitories, all that is true of fer- 
nutatories, ‘that-they help the birth by a’ violent 
compreflion of the Mufcles of the Belly, and ’tis 
much to be queftioned, whether fneezing be not 
more efficacious than vomiting. 

10. Ptarmicks are proper for Flumors. .For they 
take away the Serum that ftays in the fore-part of 
the Head, and promontories of the Brain, and dif- 
¥2 culs 
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-eufs whatfoever fticks in thofe Parts. Therefore 
they are of greater ufe in. diftempers from pofitive 
caufes than ; privative; fo that they are not fo con- 

venient in dry, bilious, or melancholy conftituti- 
ons, asin the phlegmatick, who have much ferum, 
whofe coagulation they wonderfully oppofe.

Of Mafticatories and Salivating things. 


f & S Nature makes ufe of the Mouth and Palate 
to empty Spittle if it abounds, or is tainted 
with an evil Quality; fo the Phyfician doth not 
want thofe helps, which promote a Flux to the 
Mouth, and fend out the Lympha or Serum. 
From their ufe they are called mafficatortes, 
from their effect, Apophlegmatifms, becaufe they 
bring the Serum to the Mouth, either coagulated, 


(which is.called Phlegm ) or fluid. tho thefe, to — 


wit, mafticatories and exciters of falivation are 
commonly fpoken of diftin&tly, and afunder, yet 
it feems to me more expedient to place them in 
the fame ClafS, feeing more or lefs doth not vary

Jity, Quantity, Thinnefs, Tenacity, @c. 
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afpecies, for both draw and evacuate Humors.and 
‘promote fluidity, Motion, and a pafling out, As 
to the way of Atting, that it may better appear to 
us, let us prefuppofe, | | 

1. That this evacuation is due to the Serum, whe- 
ther you will callic Lympha, Spittle, Phlegm, or o- 
therwife. 

2. That the Glandules are the receptacles of the Se- 
rum, Whereit is partly gathered, partly excern- 
ed for the ufes of the Body. But it is «xtraordina- 
ry and preternatural, when it {tays there too long, 
is too copious, coagulates or excites a Tumor. 

3. That in and about the Month aloft an infinity 
of little Glandules, and feveral big ones are found, 
Which partly by innumerable Pores open into the 
Mouth, and let down the Liquor, partly by lym- 
phatick Veflels, which from their ufe are called 
falival Paflages; from which according to the Qua- 
of the 
Lympha, it flows into the Mouth more or lefs, for 
its proper ufe. 

4. The Mouth is the general Ciffern, which re- 
ceives the Liquor, and difpenfes it either by {wal- 
lowing it, that it may become a Menftruum for the 
Meat, or by {pitting it out. 

Hence we fay, that. thefe mafticatories of eva- 


cuatives of Spittle do operate, C1.) By opening the 
Stoppages, and diluting the Pores, that they may gape 
the more, and: fend out the better what Liguor

they have in them, and this they.do partly by Mo- 


tion, partly by Heat; hence it is that the tumbling 
and tofling of Pebbles in the Mouth, or under the 
Tongue, draws out much Humor. ‘Thus. Cryftal 
in hot Fevers is put into the Month to allay thirft, 
that with its actual coldnefs it may pleafe the fick 
Perfon, and check the Heat, which exhaufts all the 

ee V 3 gentle 
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Zentle moifture; and alfo invite moifture into the 


Mouth. Maftich is very convenient for this pur- 
pofe, it frengthens the Glandules, pleafes by its 


acceptable fi mel, is fit for Motion, becaufe. it is in. 


round pieces, fo that we ufe no other than ‘granu- 
lated Maftich, which in few hours draws feveral 
ounces, yea a pint of Spittle: yea whatfoever is 
mafticated doth by its Motion promote the increafe 
of spite, e, if there be any moifture left. 

2. By caufing ng a fufion, liquation and referation of 
eh ferous Humors, chiefly thofe, that lurk about 

e Mouth, that they may be more fit for Motion, 
nd paffing forth ; fuch are hot things, that have 
enuity of Parts, whether they be faline, as Niter, 
Sal prunelle, Niter antimoniated , and nitrous 
things in general; for this may be noted as a Rule, 
That all nitrous things, and all Salts in general do 
make the Serum fluxile; fo that thefe are not fo 
convenient when the Serum offends by its Moti- 
on. Or fulphurcous refinous things, thingled with a- 
crimonious, volatile falines, whether explicite or 
implicite, as Llabaco, Pellitory of Spain, Cubebs, 
Guaiacum ; in dry or liquid forms, as Decoctions, 
{pirituous things, apoplectick Waters, as in 
tpegchlcisncls, o 7 3 
. Or by canjing a fufion and moving all the Hu- 
mors in the whole Mafs of Blood, that they may 
Seek the Mouth, and fo a paflage out ; fuch are 
mercurtials given, and ufed feveral ways. 

Their way of Ging in general doth agree with 
the other things, in that they render the Serum 
fluxile, and invite it to the excretory place, as 
namely the Mouth. But in particular there are 
found in Mercury, fharp, faline Parts, and fulphure- 
ous, volatile Parts, which being intimately receiv- 
ed are acluated by the Heat, and acquire as it were 
a 
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a Vehicle in the Serum and Lympha, which they 
excite to Motion, liquifie and feparate, that by its: 
reftleisnefs it may find a paflage out, and finds it 
chiefly in the Mouth, which is fo full of Glandules, 
and latge Pores; hence Mercury purges, and cau- 
fes falivation ( which is almoft fpecifick and pecu- 
liar to it ) while it retains its volatile and vaporous 
Nature ; not fo, iffixed into a moit dry Powder ; 
the heat of the Stomach or external Members, ( if 
anointed with it )feem to refolve fome part of its 
vaporous nature and fub:tance, which afcending by 
degrees, excites the flow,compact, fluggith Humors 
into motion; and gently provokes them, which if 
they be once made fluxile enough, they are aflifted 
by the heat ‘ofall the Intrals, end are expelled; of 
which feeA4sjer, de 72 mont. planetar, cap. 1. pag. 82. 
Nor is it to: be wondered at, feeing that with a 
gentle heat, that Proteus will, freely amalgamatize 
with Metals, joyn with ‘them and coagulate; why 
being communicated to our.more gentle vital heat, 
and rubbed againft the delicate fleth, fhould it not 
penetrate to the very Bone? and having infinua- 
ted it felfto the Pores manifedtly fhow its efficacy. 

‘Hence mercurial falivation came tobe fo extol- 
Jed, that it was prefer’d from. particular evacua- 
tives to the Clafsof univerfals ; whichindeed may 
be granted ‘to it, as it doth by confequence drain 
the whole Body; fothat it may: be called an uni- 
verfal Apophiegmatifm. Yet it is,only in fome re- 
fpetts, that it may be admittedof this Clafs; and 
for that reafon *tis advifed, that before the ufe of 
falivation, we take care of the whole, as occafion 
requires, either by purgers, blood-letting, or which 
is more available, by both. Asto 
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The Way of Applying them. 


Many things are to be noted, 

1. That fome are proper, fome tmproper masticato- 
vies 5 thofe are fach as draw Humors by means of 
maftication; rhefe without it, whether they be put 
into the Mouth, or not. So that apophlegmatzsfma 
is a more general term, than mafficatory ; thus in 
{peechilefinefs, and Palfies of the tongue,Liquids of 
Muftard, Treacle, the anacardine confection, apo- 
plettick Water and Spirit of falc Armoniack, are 
good to rub and wafh the Mouth with, So for the 
Tooth-ach, not only the maftication of Pellitory 
of Spain, but things extracted out of it, guala- 
cum, and Cloves are in ufe. Our Tincture for 
the Tooth-ach is highly effeétual againft thofe 
pains, and to other ends 3 that we may not {peak 
of thofe which are manifeft in themfelves. 

2. MaSticatories evacuate the conjoined caufe, and 
free the zdjacent Parts, and they are moft proper 
in thofe cafes wherein the Serum refts, and ftag- 
nates, either by a collection or defluxion, and this 
happens in the Tooth-ach, hence empiricks lay ar- 
cifical ftones upon the Teeth; fo that is a true 
Rule, That mafticatories and apophlegmatifms are 
very laudable in the Tooth-ach. So they have an ex- 

‘lent ufe for fcorbutical Gums, and fwelling 
siandules, with fome Imitation, which we will 
adc py and by; fo they lighten the Head, and give 

cafe; and here we may mention the apophleg- 
satifm of Laurembergius, or mafticatory globules 
-. comfort the memory, defcribed by him in the 
\inemoneutick Art, which we have publifhed. 
j vofe are more gentle, the/e {tronger. 


\Wihy 
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3. Mafticatories are more proper again|t the ref? of 
‘a copious Serum y than its aeficiency or extravagant 
Motion. So they are convenient in all cold Diftem- 
pers of the Head, Apoplexies, Lethargies, weaknefs 
of Memory, caufed by Phlegm, where the Serum 
coagulates and grows grofs; but if it be faulty by 
thin acrimony and fluidity, they are lefs fit, efpe- 
cially if it wanders: So that they are bad for the 
confumptive and hectical, in whom the Serum is 
either defective or bad.; you are to ufe them ve- 
ry warily inan Afthma, or not at all; and fo in 
{pitting of Blood and falt Catarrhs, that fall up- 
on the Lungs; and. in longings from depraved 
Stomachks, and a difpofitioa to Vomit. for as vo- 
miting preceeds {pontaneous falivation, fo the ar- 
tificial may affect the-Stomach, that what 1s immi- 
hent may be:brought,to act. 

4.° Let smafticatories affect the Afourh kindly, and 
not burt it. Vhus as. Heures fays, thofe things, 
that are to’be held in: the Mouth fhould be of an ac- 
ceptable talt and fmell, and. not ungrateful and 
ftinking. . They are. not convenient in a weaknefs 
of the Teeth and Gums, -unlefs it.be to corrobo- 
rate; norin Ulcers and.inflammations in and a- 
bout the Mouth, fo that it is better letting them 
alene in Quinfies.. The external-form alfo may 
vary from: various intentions: for drawing down 
the lympha,folid mafticatories ; for opening the 
Nerves,-and comforting the Teeth aad Gums, li- 
guid or fofe pulpy forms are moff eligible. 

5. Mafticatories fupply the place of Ptarmicks : and 
where thefe can well be ufed, thofe have often a 
good.ufe; for as in general mild things may be 
fubltituted to the violent, fo in particular many 
things exclude fternutatories, and yet. admit ma- 
fticatories and apophlegmatifms. This chiefly 

holds 
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holds good in Diftempers of the Eyes and Noftrils; 
for thefe parts, as we hinted before, fuffer more 
by the concuilion in {neezing. 

6. In particular, mercurial falivation ts performed 
by internals and externals, or by either of them or 
both together. Mercury-alone performs all this 
prepared, if internally ufed-; as for a milder ufe, 
and more frequent, Mercurius dulcis to 9s. or gr. 
xv. yea according to others to 913. or 31S. is ex- 
hibited, for more violent, Mercurius precipitatus 
ruber, being fomewhat freed from its great Acri- 
mony by walhing it in Rofe-water, in which cafe 
it ufually works by Vomit and Stool. It is done 
externally by crude Mercury any way deadned, 
but anointings are the moft ufual; for which pur- 
pofe many Oyntments are invented, as the Nea- 
politan Oyntment, Rolfincius his mercurial Oynt- 
ment, or mingled with Oyntment of Rofes, 4i. of 
that to an ounce of this. 

The effect will follow more readily by an inter- 
nal and external ufe joyned together, but by one 
way alone it works more flowly and mildly. 

7. Mercurials for falivation are not to be given in 
the form of mafticatories or fumigations, but are more 
mild in Plaifters and Girdles. “Yho Mercury isa 'po- 
tent mafticatory, yet it is a great enemy to the 
Teeth, and all bones. Some make mafticatory balls 
of 591i of Mercurius dulcis, 4i. of madtich, and as 
much honey as will fuffice, bat you had better not 
imitate them. .And being refolved into vapours 
by fumigation it is more offenfive to.the Nerves, 
fee Rolfinc. ord. et meth. comment. p. 593. but it may 
be ufed in particular cafes, as it is by the Chirur- 
geons in Gallick Ulcers of the Yard. But it is.of- 
ten ufed in Plaifters to falivate or refolve, for it 


performs both ; it refolyes when it works a 
and 
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and falivates when ftrongly. The Plaifter of Frogs 
with Mercury is moft ufual in that cafe, increa- 
fing or decreafing the Mercury, as feems good to 
you, which in all hard Gallick Tumors, Concreti- 
ons and Pains, is moft laudable. ‘The Girdle is ei- 
ther fimple of Quick-filver extinguifhed in any vif- 
cid thing put in Cotton, and fowed up. See Afoch- 
ftett. decad, 3. caf. 7. p.248.or More compound, as 
Rulandus his Girdle, which is called Cingulum Sa- 
pientiz, a harmlefs Medicament, if it finds one that 
can rightly ufe it. 

Mercury ts the rooter out of the Pox, :and other 

fiubborn Difeafes. As *tis more fafe'to cure by 
Sweat than Salivation , fo~ this, is more’ effectual 
than the other, where a Ciltemper has “rooted it 
felf; fo that as heroick.Medicines are fit for gi- 
gantick Difeafes, fo this is greateft among fuchMe- 
dicines in the venereal Diltemper, as to the Difeafe 
it felf, and all its Symptomes, Pains, Tumors of 
the Glandules, @c. fo alfo in the Epileptic, Gout, 
and madnefs, it is of great power; and ’tis found 
by experience, that falivations for the Pox have 
perfectly cured thofe Diftemnpers alfo. But by this 
we do not exclude other things ; for falivation is 
to be performed after we premife univerfals, pur- 
gers, fudorificks, @c. and towards the end you 
muft enjoyn fudorificks, I have known a ftrong 
gouty fellow to be freed from his Gout by mercu- 
rial anointings. He was fo refpited for three years, 
but the Diftemper returned afterward, tho more 
mild. : 

9. The external ufe of Oyntments 1s either more u-~ 
niverfal or more determinate. Some anoint the fhoul- 
ders, the Back-bone, the Breaft, the Arms,the Belly, 
the Legs, the Palms of the Hands, &c. But it is 
better to ufe Plaifters to the hinder part of the 

Neck 
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Neck, and Oyntments of the Joints to the extreme 
Parts. 
veniently anoint People upon the Joints of the 
Hand-wrift under the Arm-pits, and under the 
Knees, out of which we note two things. 1. That 
the Remedies of the Itch and Pox are the fame. 


2. That Mercurials do often cure the Symptomes » 


with raifing a falivation. 

10. While the [pitting lafts avoid all external colds 
fo that the fick Perfon is to be kept in a warm 
place, nor are you inconfiderately to change your 
Garments, leaft this Motion be interrupted. Sali- 
vation by inun¢tion, or taking mercurials, follows, 
in fome fooner, in fome later, as the fourth, fifth, 
fixth or feventh day. | ay 2 
IL. Yow muft look, to Symptomes, that are railed. 
They are many; fothat fome have rejected faliva- 
tion altogether. Sometimes a long Fever happens

cellent aphrodifiack, and perhaps performs more 
than any other, and is by fo much the more to 
be efteemed, becaufe it ftimulates and flrengthens 
and hinders the diflolution of the Spirits. 

As alfo oyly and fpirituous things ; for whatfoever 
increafes the native Heat, or the fulphureous 
parts of the Blood, thofe ftimulate to Venery, or 
at leaft afford fomething by way of help; fo that 
aqua Magnanimitatis, or Spirit of Ants, fimple or 
compound enter this lift ; which has got that name 
by making Men magnanimous or valiant in Bed; 
fo the Spirit of Satyrion and the Liquors and 


~Effences of the things aforefaid. 


So aqua vite fatyriata, aqua vite Matthioli, the 
Oyl of Cinamon, Ambergreefe, Musk, Civet, and 
the complete confection of Alkermes, &c. are of 
this tribe. 

As.alfo Salts, and otber acrimonius things 4 that 
are not aromatick; as Venus is feigned to be ge- 
netrated out of the Sea- fo faline things do pro- 
voke luit;. Common. Salt and many.falt things 
are of this.nature. So that which is commonly 
called lac halecum may. well be numbred among fti- 
mulating aphrodifiacks.: So Aéercurialis doth migh 
tily commend Borax ;. fo thofe which have the 
moft acrimonious Salts and diflolvable, do ftimu- 
late violently; fo that cantharides are the ftron- 
geft of this kind ; fo purgers turn aphrodifiacks, 
becaufe ftimulative; upon which you may read 
obfervations in the firfk book of Plarerus his obfer- 
vations, where he relates, that ene was fo provok- 
ed to luft after a Purge, that he could not abftain 
from lying with his Nurfe; another having taken 
a Purge expoftulated with his Phyfician, whether 
he had not given him an aphrodifiack. For the 
feminal Vefcicles are irritated by the acrimony of

the purge, that operates fo near them, and pere 
haps by confenit too ; yea fome with hard ordure 
have alfo excerned Seed; of which fee Rolfinc. de 
part. genital. p. 1.c. 24. p. 5% 

Or things of a middle nature: of this kind are 
thofe, which have not. fo explicite an acrimony, 
but are partly. alimentary, partly medicamentary; 
as Dears Muthroom, ( which we obferved to’ be 


very flow, infomnch that fome have excluded it | 


from this number ) a Dears pizzle: So’ that it was 
acultom, as Solenander-writes, to take adrachm of 
the Powder of it before a venereal’ engagement, 
dt was cut off in the heat of their rutting, and gi- 
ven in a potched Egg, with a glafs of good Wine 
after it, and it was effectual; fo alfo the’ flefh of 
fea Scincs, and fome other fifh. But chocolate is 
not to be forgotten, which ftimulates and increa- 
fes the Seed ; fo that it is taken with good fuc- 
cefs, boiled with Wine, Sugar and. Yolks of Eggs 5 
and fo we have commended it to many, or you 
may take ij, or 3{$. in Powder, or with Wine. 
Corroboratives, heaters and ftimulatives.do this 
externally alfo ; asthe Oyl of Nutmegs prefled out 
or deftilled, the Oyl of:Mace.and Cloves, Atjz-

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The Ufe and Way of Applying ther. 


1. Aphrodifiacks are more for Men than Women; 
For as in them it gives Power of copulating, {fo 
in Women ’tis needlefs to ftir Iuft. For as Aippo- 
crates {ays, a Woman wants allays at. all times; 
fhe has a lafcivioufnefs by nature, which if not 
daily lopt grows exuberant by the effufién of much 
Matter. - And the example is rare of fuch as con 
c€ive without pleafure ; and doubtlefs they are at 
that time fenflefs. But in the barrennefs of Wo- 
men they are of ufe, that corroborate, not thofe 
that ftimulate, of which elfewhere. 

2. Thofe which caufe Wind do not canfe lnf. It 
is common indeed to talk, that Wind is requilite 
to Venery, but Scaliger corrects Cardanus for fach 
an aflertion, for however Wind may be fome 
canfe of the erection in Children and thatWind may 
fometimes fomewhat concur, as we have obferved 
Wind to come out of the Yard, yet they muft not 
be accounted of as aphrodifiacks, there is indeed a 
quibble in the word Wind, which is taken for Spi- 
Tits, and “tis true that thofe that excite the Spi- 
rits do provoke to luft. 

3. You are not fo much to excite Luft in old Aten with 
peppered things, acri nonions ftmularives ; as with thofe 
that refrefh the vital heat and the heart. This is 
SimonPaulus hispofition;for tis vain irritating where 
there is no feed. Stimulatives do often loofen old 
Mens bellies,fo that fome old fond fools having taken 
fuch things have inftead of fatisfying their young 
Wives foully befhited their fpoufe, and bed tov. 

4. Comforters and gentle ltimulatives Ave convent- 
ently mingled with aphrodifiacks. FOr thus you come 
fort,nourifh, adminifter feed and ftimulate ; of this 
Kind are electuar: diafatyr. divers preferved things, 

ps4 Liquors 
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Liquors and mixtures ; we approve chiefly of two 
Medicaments, the one mild and analeptick ( or 
retanrative;) the other more {trong ; that:1s checo- 
late; this the ftimulative rotules of Adynjichr. Yea | 
we have obferved, that comforters without ftimu- - 
latives, and {timulatives without comforters have 
had but little effect. We {peak of gentle itimulatives, 
for. thofe who unwarily ufe cantharides are vexed 
with an. unfpeakable ftrangury and heat of Urin, 
and fometimes with pifling of Blood ; the cure of 
which Symptomes is Milk and Emulfio: ns. See Lan- 
gius in his firft book of Epiftles, Epiftle the 47. 

§. You muft obferve time and place in applying them, 
As to place externals ere applyed to the perineum, 
or {pace between the Yard and the Fundament,, to 
the Loins, to the Member it felf, to the great Toe 
of the Foot by reafon of confent, taking care that 
to the Member it felf, you go not beyond Civet 
aid. Goats-gall, leait a greater acrimony may in- 
yore it. As to time, comfortable and alimentary 
things.are to be ufed in the day-time at Meals with 
internal ftimulatives, but externals before bed-time, 
or an engagement for the {pace of an hour, or half 
an hour; that 1 it may alarm the Spirits. 

a, Aphrodifi ACRS ta away imporency by by mitch-cr aft; 
but you may mingle with chem what is commend- 
ed again{ft eachantments, as chiefly the eflence of 
St. Johns-wort, with eflence of Satyrion taken be- 
fore day, -of which fee Ax gl. Sala: fo other things, 
as pilliag upon new Brooms, has reflored many: 
fo alfo pifing through a Wedding-ring, theifilings 
of Goats-hogn taken inwardly, decoction of Co- 
lumbine. to. wath the Genitals, as Hartman will 
have it.,So have we Obferved it cured by pifling 
through.a hole. in a. Board or Plank, which a knot 
of the Free being thruft.out, had, left there; fo, 

we 
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- wé have known an example of Carrichreras his Ré- 


medy which is approved; you'll find it in his hef- 
bal, p. 252. all thefe may be made ufe of ina good 
fenfe, but we have reftored fuch only with aphro- 


difiacks, as riamely with the ftimulative rotules of 


Mynficht and chocolate.

BOOK HU, 


Arar: XIV. 


Of Autivencreals. 


| {t may fee againft Nature to extinguifh Seed 


and Heat efpecially in-Man, who., otherwife 
than other Animals, is inclined to Venery almoft 
every moment; yet there are fome cafes in which 
it is to be checked. 

Let us fuppofe, that Seed is the moft fubtile 
flowers of the Serum, which is mechanically appa- 
rent, and the Body in a natural flate;. when the 
Body has. acquired.a due. bignefs, the refidue, be- 
fides what is neceflary for the prefervation of the 
individuum or dingular fubitance, which would 
have otherwife_been for augmentation, is employ- 
ed for the propagation of the Species; but ina 
preternatural ffate many Symptomes follow either 
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the quantity or vitious quality of the Seed. Hence 
lefleners of Sced, antivenereals, or antaphrodifi- 
acks, if you regard their way of Acting, do either, 
(1.) Lefer the growth it felf, not fo much by fub- 
iraction of aliment, which doth much, as by hin- 
dering the colleétion of Seed; either by conftrix- 
gency, and fo Saturnine Medicaments are the chief, 
efpecially faccharum “*urni, prepared by evapora- 
tion, which is exceeding {weet tothe Taft; but 
by the Particles of deftilled- Vinegar joined with 
metallick Atomes, it concentrates the Serum, that 
it cannot. grow turgid, nor vividly tend towards 
the genital Parts ; fo that if it be plentrfully given 
it enervates and un-mans People by its conftrin- 
gency ; fo the Saturnine Tincture commonly cal- 
led the antiphthifical Tincture, ( tho more right- 
ly the ftyptick Tindture ) is a good antivenereal. 
And other things do it by aiffipartng and dejtroying 
the confiftence required. And fo procures a difffati- 
on of theSpirits, fuch are preparations of Camphire; 
of which itis faid, that it gelds by its very {mell; 
alfo bitter things, as Worm-wood, Aloes, &c. So 
fea Willow, which is commonly, but falfly called 
agnus caftus, Rue leaves, Willow, Hemp feed, 
and Mint are of this kind. Here we mutt call to 
mind the Waters and Effences of Chaftity. 7yz- 
ficbr has fach a Water, and eichael fuch an Ef- 

fence. - ney 
2. Orthofe that take away the acrimony, fury and 
ffimulation ; and fuch are either aqueous refrige- 
rants, as Water-Lilics, Lettuce, Endive, Purflane, 
the four great, and the four little cold Seeds, E- 
mulfions, and fuch like, made of them. For as 
heat, or rather the vigour of thé Blood and Se- 
rum make much towards the ftirring on of the 
Seed in its paflages, fo thofe things which a 
eae 
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Heat and obtund the Vigour, cool and check a 
‘Mans courage and inclinations to Venery. Thus 
great draskards, the hydropical and cachectical 
are unfruitful,and unfit for generation. _ Or terre- 
ous which precipitate and leffen the Motion of the 
Blood , and confequently of the Seed; as of the 
vegetables, Strawberry leaves, Acrimony, and {itch 
like; fo terra figillata, Corals, Bole-Armenack, 
Cuttle-bone, which, as alfo its Magiffery, is not 
unadvifedly given to cure a gonorrhoea, all the 
Santals, and other things. 

Many of thefe, and fuch other things, do much 
externally , by mitigating the Heat. hus it ts 
ufual to ftrew Vine leaves, Willow leaves, and fea 
Willow leaves, and fuch like, under People, but 
they are of little effect. But here Lead Medica- 
ments are above all, which both inwardly and out- 
wardly give much help; thus’ thin Plates of Lead 


are much ufed to cool the Reins in nocturnal rol- 


lutions ; and this they do not only by their cold- 
nefs, but that I may ufe the words of Langias, they 
do as it were magnetically draw out falt Acrimo- 
ny, which may be perceived from this, that the 


Part under the Lead doth feem to be always mo/lt, 


and ina kind of Sweat, in which Sweat the cau- 
ftick acrimonious Salt doth continually pafs away, 
and fo the Heat abates. Yea you may fee it ftickto 
the Lead, while it endeavours to difiolve it: all 
which attraction is by the benefit of the Mercury, 
which the Lead abounds with; for Mercury is a great 
deftroyer of Salts, caufes exhalation, and fo it cools 
both actually and potentially ; not to mention, 
that the lead Plate may alfo admonifh People when 


they areafleep, feeing it may hurt them a little, 


when they lye upon their backs, which is the main 


pofture, that caufes nocturnal pollutions. 
X 3 Or 
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Or acids, which obtund the vivid Sulphur of the 
Body, and are apt to hinder the glutinous confi- 
{tence of the Seed ; Hence Sorrel'is commended, 
( tho it is but a fable, that the feed of it gathered 
by a Child, that hath not known Venus is a pre- 
fent Remedy againft the running of the Reins, ) 
Vinegar, cooling Tinctures and Acids, both tarta- 
reous and faline. “Thus we’ have obferved red he- 
patica, and the vitriolated Cryftals of Tartar, to 
be very good in notturhal Pollutions; and oct 
fays, that the Spirit of Vitriol is good to promote 
the excretion and annihilation of Seed. But Lan- 
gius his obfervation is very notable, of a Perfon 
‘of Honour, who labouring to alter his Stomach 
by the continual ufe of Spirit of Vitriol, had his 
privy Members fo leflened, that it was feared he 
would have quite loft his virility, which upon leav- 
ing of that practice, and ufing generous helps was 
reftored, and afterward got feveral Children. 

This is alfo apparent by the rule of Contraries, 
for as the Body being agitated by too much Moti- 
on, or acquiring new Spirits, doth ftir the more, 
and the Serum as it were Foam again, and acquire 
a new incentive ; fo thofe things, that tame this 
exaltation and evection , as acids do, do deprefs 
and lefien venery. — , | 
| Or nitrous and mercurial thiags, as they render 
the Seed fluid, and as 1 may fo fay, refolve it to 
its firft being. For it is known that altho Seed 
has naturally a.good thick confiftence, yet it rea- 
dily refolves it felf into water. Therefore what- 
foever do thus, thofe leffen the Seed, andare ene- 
mies to Venery. Thus in particular, nitrous things 
make the Serum fluid, and alfo invert the Sulphur ; 
therefore you read a notable obfervation in Timeus 
of avery luftful Man, who by the ufe of Niter ei 
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ceafe to be troublefom to himfelf and others, that 


he by his great heat purfued; mercurials have al- 


fo an implicite acidity; which makes the Blood 
and Serum extreamly fluid,takes away ftrength,and 
they are apt to weaken all the nervous and muicu- 
lous Parts: nay nothing is better than mercurius 
dulcis in any gonorrhea, either fimple or virulent. 
Or 4 middle fort; which correct the Motion of 
the Serum, and ftop its fluxes, take away acrimo- 
ny, and with their balfamick.virtue keep the con- 
fiftence entire, ftrengthen the feminal Veflels; if 
they be exulcerated, relaxed, or otherwife offen- 
ded, they cleanfe, divert Humors, fuch in general 
are good in Catarrhs and enormous flowings of the 
Serum, as Amber ; fo that wehave obferved, fuch 
diverting things, as the Effence.of Amber joyned 
with a bezoardick.antl-an anodine eflence to. have 
happily cured a Gonorrheea; to'this place apper- 
tain fudorificks of the Woods,- as decoctions of 
Guaiacum, faflafras, bezoardicum minerale, &c. 
For you are to note, that the Clafs of the lefle- 
ners of Seed is wide, and contains not only what 
induces Chaftity in fingle Men; but what-is due 
to the Vices, Fluxions and - Ichorefcentce, of the 
Seed, and to vitious Seed that pafles off in the 
room of the good; fo that with due choice made, 
they; are convenient in a fimple Gonorrhea, no-tur- 
nal Pollutions, virulent running of the Reins, enor- 
mous luft, and: fuch like Symptomes, or whatari- 
fes out-of them ; and in fome refpedt for Women 
troubled: with the Whites, or a gonorrhea. As to 


The Way of Applying them. 


1. The virtue of things that leffen Seed doth varie: 
according to the temperaments, Yor as in general,: 
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every Agent acts according to the thing it works 
upon; fo when you read contrary things in Au- 
thors; as for example, fea Willow, Rue, Mint, cc. 
all of them do check libidinoufnefs, and caufe it, 
leflen Seed, and produce it, but this is to be attri- 
buted to the diverfity of Bodies, that it works up- 
on 3; fo that Hoffman rightly fays, that the Seed of 
agnus callus being often taken doth diminifh Seed, 
and that only in hot Conftitutions, but the contra- 
ry in celd ones ; thus it is decided, when ’tis faid. 
that dry Mint diminishes Seed, but green increafes it. 
2. Lheir force varies according to the nature of the 
Seed, aud aftriftion or a confuming of the Seed be in- 
dicated. All things are not convenient for all Peo- 
ple ; thus in nocturnal Pollutions, Acids, the aque- 
ous and ftyptick are convenient, only this laft mult 
be gentle; ina‘fimple Gonofrhea, Acids and ni- 
trous things, as alfo lixivials, however fome Pta- 
ctitioners deny it, are good and proper; ina viru- 
lent one, Mercurials in the beginning, but Acids‘ 
and nitrous things are not convenient; nitrous 
things do powerfully take away Iuft, but-are bad 
iA flayessho W foc | 
2. Inleffening of Seed you muft fee, that you do 
wot run to extreams. So that in general Wormwood, 
Jead Medicaments, and others. above mentioned, 
are {carce of any ufe in married People - and you 
muft deal warily with them in young People, 
and fuch as are troubled with noéturnal Pollutions s 
for here that af Horace is true, Naturam expellas 
furca heer ufque recurret, that is, Nature returns do 
‘what you can to throw it out. NoSurnal polluti- 
on isa difeafe of Age, fo that the Seed, its fury, 
and acrimony muft be abated, but the Seed muft 
nat be quite extinguifhed, for thofe that lead’ mo- 
patick lives, what ever they do to Ieflen an de- 
| AL rOY 
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ftroy virility, do fuffer nocturnal Pollutions and 
Gonorrheea’s, fo a total deftruction .of the Seed, 
( unlefs it be by gelding ) muft be injurious to the 
Body. _We knew one 70 years old, who having 
hot Seed, was from his youth to that age, troubled 
with no¢turnal Pollutions, yet had many Children; 
we have known alfo a married Shepherd to dye by 
a flowing of the Seed. 

4. Mercurials do rather advance, than check the 
fux of Sced. So that we obferve after them, 
and alfo after purgers, that the flux doth always 
increafe ; and when Mercury is given in the begin- 
ning of a virulent Gonorrhea, it.rather cleanfes 
and diverts, than binds; fo that Mercury is very 
good to cleanfe venereal Ulcers, as of the feminal 
Veficles, &c. and fo to confolidate them by takmg 
away the impure Acrimony, but if you work with 
Mercurials altogether, it will be very vain. So that 
having premifed thefe, you muft add ftrengtheners, 
as. of Acrimony, Amber, &c. which confirm the 
Parts, take-away Acrimony, and hinder the Flux. 

5. You muft not truft to external Oyls to confume 
and hinder Seed; for thefe do more relax the Parts, 
and fo promote the Flux, rather than otherwife, fo 
Mefue’s Oyntment of Rofes, the cooling Oyntinent 
of Galen, the Oyl of Hemlock, &c. have fomtimes 
their ufe, efpecially the Loins being anointed with 
them, but you had better infift upon Internals than 
ufe thefe, nor doth it avail any thing to apply 
them to the Stones; not to mention that they alfo 
heat the Parts. |

wep, XLV. 


Of: Stanchers of Blood. 


T remains, that: we fpeak of Stanchers of: Blood, 
" whofe excretion is in all cafes preternatural, un- 
lefs it be that of the Menfes ; therefore fippoling; 
that. fome time great Fluxes of Blood do happens 
__ 1. Either by the moveable or Blood ir felf,. as. when: 
*tis too much rarefied-by lixiviah Salts, fulphureous 
Particles or volatile ; fo that.its Tone is relaxed, 
and the fibrous, Parts. dibilitated, and: feeks- out-a 
iew fpace, as the Sea in-its flowing over-run¢ the 
Banks; and. the Pores alfo dilated: by Heat’) and 
the. faline Parts do lay the Veflels open, of which 

we have examples in Fevers, in which the Heat-and: 
volatile Parts do-often caufe Hemorrhages ; and in 

faline Difeafes without any Fever, where éither'a 
fixed or volatile Alkali abounds, as: in the Scurvy. 

For the fcorbutical, efpecially if far gone, are very’ 

Obnoxious to fuch Fluxes. 

2:, Or by reafon of the containing and conveying 
Veffels, as they fend out, and are not able to con- 
tain.the vital Nectar, but fuffer it to pafs off by 
fomeé opening erofion or gaping, whether fponta- 
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‘néous or not, asin Wounds, out-of which factt 
Quantities flow fometimes, that rt endangers. life 
it felf; or whena due {pace for Motion is denyed 
by obftructions, and the Blood doth therefore burft 
out ;. As Lower gives an example of a young Wo- 
man, who having been troubled with Hemtorrhages 
fot fix years, was at lait: cured by fteel Medica- 
ments. | 
So that as in general they are ftanchers, that. 
check the flowing Blood, and reduce it ‘to its due 
limits; fo they either vefpec? the Blood 1+’ “felff,’ as 
undet ebullition and rarefattion, as precipitant sy fuch 
are the terreous: of all kinds, Corals, the Bieod- 
{tone, ce. or agucous ana cooling qualifiers,as Wa- 
ters of Shepherds-purfe, Plavtane, Purilane, Water- 
Lily and Frog-fpawn , the Phiégat of Alum, Ce. 
or coagulating and congealing Acids, as Tincture of 
Rofes, of Violets, and the acid Spirits. ‘Thus: have 
we cured fcorbutical Hemorrhages with the alone 
ufé of Spirit of Vitriol joyned’ with TinQure of 
Violets, for acids do obtund and invertothe-more 
volatile and moveable’Particles ; and fix and:con- 
centrate the too active Particles, and fo hinder a 
deluge. te 
So alfo incvaffarives and aftriagents of ichoroufuefs. 
As when the Blood is too watery, ferous, acrimo- 
niows and fluxile:, then you are to expect help 
from roboratives, aftringents, and thofe that do 
concentrate both iriward and outward. Thus al- 
moft all Red-roots ftaiich Blood, ‘Tormentil, Snake- 
weed toot, Alcanna; fo Heurmus his Powder is 
good againft all fuch Fluxes, efpecially in breax- 
ing of a Vein, which Powder is made thus. Take 
white Flenbane feed, white Poppy: feed of each Fi. 
Blood-ftone, red Coral of cach 3{%, Camphire 5S. 
powder them, and give morning and.evening 4{S. he 
, fome- 
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fometimes adds’ terra Lemnia, and Conferves of 
Rofes, and makes an Electuary. So our ftyptick 
Powder, crocus martis aftringens, terra figillata, 
and © the antiphthifical Tincture. of Gramannus 
( which we have often ufed with fuccefs ) do 
mightily ftanch Blood; the Tincture alfo of Sul- 
phur, and of Vitriol, the Blood-ftone, Cryftals of 
Lead, fperniola Crollii, and Syrup of Coral are 
very good. : - 

So alfo fixers, as opiates, the common helps of 
all Fluxes, either alone or with aftringents, as the 
anodine Magiftery, laudanum opiatum, @c. 

Exterhally revellents are ufeful, as Blood-letting. 
in the radverfe Part, dry Cupping-glafles to the 
Neck, which is the arcanum of fome late Phyfici- 
ans, Ligatures of the extream Parts, the Arms, 
Feet, Fingers, @c. that the violent motion may be 
retarded. 

‘As alfo coolers, fuch as actually cool, and are re- 
pellents; or potentially, as Oxycrate, or a mixture 
of, Vinegar and Water applyed to the Neck or 
Stones. So it is an-excellent thing, that Simon 
Paulus. commends, he fays, that Starch mingled 
with Bole-Armen. and the White of an Egg fpread 
upon Tow {fo large, that it may reach from the 
Coronal future to the root of the Nofe, juft over 
that part of the dura Matter, which is called the 
falx, has by often experience ftop’d violent Flux- 
es ;{0 it is known, that fudden terrors, as they drive 
the Blood from the Circumference to the Center, 
do ftop great Hemorrhages ; fome cafes there are 
in which Faintings ftop the Blood, as that famous 
example of the bleeding of Agefilaus in Xenophon, 
which was ftop’d by that means. And Hoferus 
fays, that there is not a more certain Remedy in 
Hemorrhages, efpecially thofe of the Nofe, than 

a 
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a fudden application of Water, Vinegar or Ice to 
the hinder part of the Neck. 

So affringents and compreffers do the fame, as the 
Blood-ftone, the Jafper-itone, the Cornelean, and 
others both by actual, cold, and potential conftri- 
ction from Chalybeate and terreous Particles, 
which are held in the Hand, or to the Arm-pits. 
So Cockle feed held under the Tongue for fome 
time, helps in light Cafes, but not grievous Flux- 
es. So Rolfincius his fecret was, either a dryed ‘Toad, 
or his Bones carried under the Arm-pits, the tops 
of the Bones were cut off, that they might not be 
known. So Money firft cooled in Water and clofe- 
ly tyed to the Fore-head to.cool and comprefs the 


Veflels.. To this place you may refer many other 


Topicks, Pultifles, Amvlets, Gc. Thus Borellus 
doth mightily commend common Nettle ftamped, 
and put to the Palms of the Hands, and Soles of 
the Feet, with other Medicaments which may be 
feen in his’ 1. Cent. obf. 95. 

Or they refpett the Channels, and the ends of the 
Veffels, which being any way opened, it is necef- 
fary that the Blood fhould flow out ; the confoli- 


dants, aftringents and glutinatives which we have « 


mentioned are proper swardly, but outwardly the 
helps are, 

1. Compreffers; altho compreflion feems to be 
but a momentaneous help, which being removed, 
the Flux returns ; yet the Lips being thus continu- 
ally prefled together, Nature works a confolidati- 
on, fo that it is a very good Remedy. ‘Thus 
Wounds of cut Veins being continually tyed with 
a band, if it may be done, grow together. Veru- 
lame has a ftory of a Prince, whofe Wound, after 
all things failed, was prefled by ones Thum) af- 
ter another for two days, and fo wascured, which 
could 
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could not be done without confolidation; fo fomie 
Fiemorrhages of the Arteries are principally cured 
by compreffion. 

2. Checkers of the Blood, and confequently fuch as 
fill up the Orifices; as Puff-Mufhrem, Horzius writes, 
that if this be foft and tough, and cut into thin fli- 
ces, and thefe {queezed ina Prefs, it.is fufficient to 
ftop any Hemorrhage , efpecially if a ftegnotick 
Powder be ftrewed upon it; to this place belong 
all the dryer fort of things; and Grulingins fays, 
that in cafe of neceflity the little flocks gathered 
in the Breeches by the wearing of Cloath has ftop- 
ped the Blood ; Another was cured only by Powder 
of Egg-fhells blewa into the Nofe. 

3. Adftringents, watery, auftere and acid. Thus 
Crolhus fays, that Birch-tree Mufhroms fhred to 
pieces cdo miracles in external. Hemorrhages, and 
that it is more efficacious than crocus Martis aftrin- 
gens. So the Powder of the Tendrels of Vines 
doth wonderful things. Riverius praifes Oxycrate 
drawn often into the Nofe, and Deodatus extols it 
@s a great fecret. 

Thus Florentine Lack being drawn into the Nofe 
with or without Alum ftops Hemorrhages. Ink 
alfo doth often do the fame, or Tents of Alum 
dipped init, which Bore/uzs commends as a great 
fecret.. So the Water of Frogs-fpawn with Alum 
_ drawn into the Nofe, doth often, help. | So all 
Mofs binds and {tops Hemorrhages, but chiefly the 
Mofs of a Man’s Skull, both internally, and exter- 
nally éither carried under the Arm-pits, or put up- — 
on the Wound. 

Coagulatives alfo, and fuch as-reduce the Part in- 
to. a -kind of bardnefs.. And that either gently 3 as 
Minder erus fays, that almoft all.red Roots ftanch 
Blood, and rhat every Blood Stanches Blood, for ‘tis 

gluti- 
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glutinous, and meeting the other Blood it miti- 
gates it, and conglutinates the Veflels. So there 
is an elegant example in Platerus to this purpofe, 
that a Malefactor having his Hands and Feet cut 
off, run his Arm intoa frefh Wound made ina 
dunghill Cock, and the Hemorrhage was abfolute- 
ly ftop’d ; which was alfo tryed in a Finger that 
was bit off, with good effet. Thus the warm Blood 
of Animals is given, as Clyfters te the dyfenteri- 
cal. So my Lord Bacon commends the putting of 
an amputated Member, or bleeding for any other 


_ caufe, into other Animals, for the frefh Blood doth 


mightily draw the Blood off the Animal by con- 
fent, and {wallow it up, fo that it is it felf ftopid 
and flows back. So the hot Excrements of a Pye 
doth as it were coagulate the Blood. See Rulandus 
Cent. 10. 0bf 57. 

Or firongly, fach are thofe, that induce an e{char 
er hardnefs; and they actual or potential. Thus 
W7His in his Book of Fevers, has an inftance of a 
molt violent Hemorrhage cured by the Vapour of 
the Blood falling upon hot Iron. So fire or cau- 


‘terizing does by drying and burning the Blood, by 


contracting and fhutting the Veflels do, when all 
things fail, as in the cutting off {phacelated Limbs. 
So Platerus fays, that a Ball made of Wooll dip- 
ped in aqua fortis did ftop an Hemorrhage of the 
‘Tongue. | 

To this you may refer the fympathetick Pow- 
der,@pon which Blood dropping pxoduces aftri- 
ction; but this is not fo certain, and hardly an- 
{wers your expectations, but in flight cafes. 

Or they refpect the free Paffezes. of the Blood ; 
{fo that openers do improperly and mediately ftanch. 
Blood, by reftoring the impeded circulation. of 
the 
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the Blood, which we have obferved to be true, 
and do. much good in great Fluxes of the Menfes, 
and other Hemorrhages , as we have faid elfe- 
where. We will now only add fome few things 
concerning 


The Way of Ufing them. 


1. Blood ftanchers are. proper for a fimple Hes 
morrhage , but in a complicated, they only partly 
‘cure. ‘Thus they have place in Hemorrhages of 
the Nofe, Wounds, Arteries , Menfes , Hemor- 
rhoids, breaking of a Vein, pifling of Blood, bloody 
Fluxes, Gc. But if the Hemorrhage be joined 
with a Diftemper, you mult principally regard 
this. Thus a-Dyfentery or bloody Urine from 
the Stone requires proper things, and not only 
ftanchers of Bload, but fuch as have refpect to the ° | 
Stone ; and always have the preateft care to take | 
away the Caufe, which being removed the Hemor- 
rhage alfo will be ftop’d; nor are they good in 
all Fluxes, but only where aftriction is properly 
indicated ; as ’twere a madnefs to ufe ftops by 
{typticks in a Pleurifie or bloody-{pitting, the rea- 
. fon is the fame in other cafes. 

2. Topicks are to be applyed, either where there is 
immediate need, or where the Blood may be moft of 
all cooled. For by the firlt way they may proba- 
bly fhut the Mouths of the Veflels by their imme- 
diate contact; and by the other allay the @mpe- 
tuous Motion of the Blood. Thus, ( to give a 
fammary account ) they are applied to the fides 
of the Head, to the Fore-head, under the Tongue, 
to the hind part of the Neck, to the Noftrils, 


to the Neck under the Arm-pits, to the fides up- 
: on 
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on the Liver and Spleen, to the Tefticles, and the 


- Soals of the Feet. 


_ 3. Caufticks and corrofives, as [ublimated Mercu- 
cury, Arfenick , and tie Caput mortuum of Aqua fore 
tis are not much to be ufed to ftop Blood. . Of this 
Mindererus med. militar. p.m. 323. is worth your 
reading ; as well becaufe they irritate the mem- 
branous. Patts of the Wound, as becarfe they in- 
duce great Symptoms ; and often Death it felf: 
They do indeed at firft bring the Veins together; 
and bind them, becaufe of their pontick and ityp- 
tick Particles, but afterward they corrode the 
Part. But note,.that a milder fort may be fome- 
times well ufed, as Colcothar and Aqua fortis, 
but in leffer Veflels and Openings rather than 
greater ones: But this is not to be extended 
(as fome do ) toa hot Iron, for fire, befide that 
fudden contraction that it makes, is harmlefs, or 
= leaft*its effects are eafily corrected and amend- 
ed. 

4. Grievous Ligatures ave not profitable when the 
Blood is impetuous. For however gentle Ligatires 


of the extreme Parts; and Conftrictions of the 


Fore-head do fomewhat retard the Blood, and 
conftraining of the Veffels is not for nothing, as 
by cold things, Stones, and the like held in the hand} 
under the Arm-pits, @c: Yet if you exceed in 
thefe Conftrictions, and go beyond what a dif- 
creet Phyfician fhould do, you fhall be fo far from 
hindering the Flux, that ic will grow more vio- 
lent, by reafon, that the fpace is made narrower. 
Heer. obf. 14. p. 170. if worth the reading, as to 
thefe things. To thefe you may fefer a ftrong 
ftopping of the Nofe, for by this means you will 
only caufe a regurgitation into the Mouth : and it 
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‘s the fame as if you would ftop a Veffel of new 
Wine, that is in fermentation. It js better to 
take away, and precipitate that fury, which be- 


ing done, you may with more eafe ftop the. 
Flux. 
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
